THE NOMINATIONS, 
WHAT WILL THE PRESIDENT Do? 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 5.—There is great 
interest to know what the President will do as 
to his new list of appointments, and many think 
he will coufipe his nominations hereafter to Re- 
publicans. The general impression, however, 
is that with very few exceptions the nomina- 
tions which were not acted upon will be again 
sent in. There is no doubt that Republican 
Senators will oppose all nominations in cases 
where they consider the persons suspended 
should not have been removed. It is not 
probable that the Cabinet will send in any 
name in regard to which there was an adverse 
report. This course defeats Sanford. Secretary 
Schurz has requested the President to renomi- 
nate all persons upon whose cases the Senate 
failed to act. 

SENATOR GONKLING 
made a movement to-day which indicates that 
he is determined still to carry the war into 
Africa. On the Commerce Committee, of which 
he is Chairman, the only Republican who voted 
for the President’s nominations was Burnside, 
of Ruode Island. In the rearrangement of the 
committe|s, however, it appears that Burnside 
is removed from the Commerce and placed 
upon the Post-Office Committee, while Jones, 
of Nevada, one of the bitterest opponents of the 
Administration, takes Burnside’s place on the 
Commerce Committee. This leaves the Com- 
merce Committee with five anti-Administration 
Republicans and four Democrats. It is to this 
Committee which all nominations relating to 
the customs revenue, including Collectors of 
Ports and Consuls, besides a large class of oth- 
er officers, like Steamboat Inspectors, are re- 
ferred, As indicating a step in the same direc- 
tion it eau be said that all the New York Repub- 
lican members except two have signed arequest 
to the President asking him to renominate 
Arthur, Cornell, and Sharpe to the New York 
offices. The President will be visited by the del- 
egation to-morrow before he possibly can send 
any nominations to the Senate. 
FOR PACKARD.

New YorK, Dec. 5.—The World’s Washington 
correspondent says that over 100 Republican 
Senators and members have signed a communi- 
cation to the President setting forth that Pack- 
ard is a Republican, an honest man, and a 
proper person for the position of Collector of 
New Orleans. It is understood that the name 
of Dawes, of Massachusetts, heads the paper.

THE MEXICAN BORDER. 

The House Military Committee will soon re- 
port on Mexican border matters. The evidence 
of army officers is all very similar. The Com- 
mittee find, however, that the border depreda- 
tions in no sense amount to military invasion. 
The general testimony is that the raids are 
made by petty bands, ranging from a dozen to 
forty: that these bands cross the Rio Grande at 
remote points, two or three at a time, and meet 
at some point in the interior. Members of the 
Committee say they can see no means by which 
these depredations can be stoppedfrom our side 
ot the Rio Grande unless the Government is pre- 
pared tc patrol the banks of that stream. The 
testimony shows that Diaz is willing te co- 
operate to suppress this lawlessness, but that 
the Governors commanding the States along 
the border are not disposed to co-operate wit 
Diaz. Depredations, such as are now com- 
mitted, appear to have been committed before 
the Rebellion, aud to have, in fact, continued 
since the annexation of Texas. 

THE COLORADO CASE. 

The present expectation is that the House 
will order a new election in the Colorado case. 
It is hardly possible for Democratic partisan- 
ship to go so far as to seat Patterson. Only 
four Democrats in the Committee could agree 
to that. Two of them are of opinion that there 
was no election.

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MUKHTAR. 
HIS CRUSHING DEFEAT ON THE ALADJA DAGH, 
AND THE OPERATIONS PRECEDING IT. 
| Correspondence London Times. 
Erzzroum, Oct. 25.—Since the 2d inst. the 
Russians have made daily onslaughts on Ghazi 
Mukhtar Pasha’s corps, with the object, now 
daily becoming more evident, not of beating 
him in a vitened battle, but of simply killing off 
his men. The defense of Armenia was to be an- 
in one spot. Mukhtar was to be bled 
to death. Thre Russian plan was to destroy all 
opposition to their advance on Erzeroum on the 
Aladja Dagh heights, not by a succession of 
fights as they advanced; Melikoff was not to 
find nis road barred at Zewin and Mellidooz, as 
Paskievitch did in 1829; or as he himself found 
tt to his cost in June this year. Despite the re- 
wated entreaties of his staff, the Ghazi Mukh- 
ar would not believe in the possibility of Rus- 
aan success. He scorned all suggestions as to 
filing up the garrison of Kars and tak- 
t tug up winter quarters for his army in 
rear of that fortress until was too 
late, and then it became evident to the specta- 
tors, who invariably see more oi the game than 
the players, that Mukhtar must either conquer 
or die on the hills he had chosen for his line of 
detense. Daily he grew weaker and weaker: 
sickness, deaths, and desertions thinned his 
ranks, and as he concentrated his forces around 
Babatan and Vezinkui, it became evident to all 
that the defense of Armenia was collapsing. 
It was about the 28th ult. that the Russians 
entered on their new plans, on which date they 
to concentrate their troops on the Kara- 
position, calling in a brigade from Ardahan 
and moving.up strong reinforcements from 
I. From that day until the 15th 
Inst., when they annihflated the Turkish forces, 
the Russian attacks were continuous. They at-

Pasha reports 2,800 killed in the assaults on the 
Little Ya one. I am assured by a Euro- 
pean gentleman who weut over the ground that 
evening that he could only see seventy dead 
bodies of the Russians on the slopes of that 
hill. Indeed, impartial eye-witnesses as- 
sure me that after the two as- 
saults made on this position in the 
morning the enemy contented themselves with 

keeping up a heavy artillery fire on the de- 
fenders, and in mancuvring to frustrate the at- 
tacks of the three brigades sent to repel them. 
These never closed with the enemy. The Mus- 
covite loss on the right must have been very 

severe, for here a desperate hand-to-hand fight 
occurred, the gallantry of Brigade-Commander 
Ibrahim Bey being most conspicuous. The 3d 
of October was spent in a desultory artillery en- 
gagement, varied in the afternoon by a slight 
<> ae between infantry outposts in the 
vicinity of Kizil Teve. On the morning of the 
4th, the enemy having abandoned the Great 
Yagni Hill, which for some unaccountabie 
reason was still left unintrenched, Mukhtar 
pushed forward two brigades under Hadji 
Kaschid Pasha, to reconnoitre in the direction of 
the Kapack Tepe, while Omer Pasha from Saba- 
tan, and Moussa Pasha from Kizil Tepe, moved 
up to threaten the road between the Kapack 
hill and Karajal. The Russiang fell back to- 
ward Pargat, but Mukhtar sent instructions to 
withdraw his brigades, who were too far ad- 
vanced and too weak in number to effect much. 
On the 5th inst. Melikoff abandoned his posi- 
tions at Kuil Vank and Oghoosli, aud concen- 
trated all his forces, with the exception of six 
battalions, at Karajal. These six battalions in- 
treuched themselves on the Kapack Tepe hill, 
and formed a very formidable outpost in a very 
strong position, affording an admirable 2 
d’appui for a force assaulting the Little Yagui 
or Vezinkui positions. R 

On Saturday and Sunday, the 6th and 7th of 
October, large columns of troops were seen 
moving down the road from Alexandropol to 
Karajal. From spies it was learnt that very 
heavy reinforcements of all three arms had ar- 
rived from the interior of Russia; indeed, it 
was rumored that two complete divisions had 
reached the Grand Duke's camp. Mukhtar 
Pasha, seeing that with his diminished forces 
he would be unable to defend his very extended 
positions, determined on drawing his troops 
into a narrower space. Consequently,. on the 
night of Monday, the Sth, tents were struck 
after nightfal!, all forward positions aban- 
doned,and by dawn the Turkish army situated as 
follows: A complete brigade under Capitan Me- 
hemet Pasha heldthe Little Yagni Hill, a division 
under Hussian Ayni Pasha the Vezinkui position, 
while the Commander-in-Chief, with the main 
army, consisting of thirty-three battalions, oc- 
cupied the slopes of the Aladja Dagh above 
Kharkana, with a detached post on the Olya 
Tepe, connecting Vezinkui and the chief camp, 
On Tuesday, the fn, the Grand Duke advanced 
and occupied Kizil Tepe, Sabatan, Hadjiveli, 
and the eastern slopes of the Great Yagni. 
About noon he opened a very heavy fire on the 
Turkish camp, which was vigorously responded 
to. The duel lasted until night, when the Rus- 
sians retired out of range and bivouacked on 
the ficld. The losses on both sides were most 
severe. On Wednesday, the 10th, the Grand 
Duke repeated the programme of the precedin 
dav, shelling the Moslem camp from dawn till 
dusk, inflicting and receiving severe loss. The 
lith and 12th passed over quietly. The Turk- 
ish camp now had the appearance of being be- 
sieged; their whole front, extending from the 
Little Lagui to the Aladja Dach, was defended 
by almost continuous bhelter-trenches, batteries 
being thrown up in the most favorable situa- 
tions; while opposite them in the plain below 
lay the vast army of the Czar, outnumbering 
them two to one, and bringing four guns to 
bear on each piece the Turks could produce. 
Saturday, the 13th, was passed in the usual 
manner; strong columns of Russians threaten- 
ed all points, and their batteries poured a most 
destructive tire into the Turkish positions, but 
the long-expected assault was deferred. All 
eyes were fixed on the front; no one thought a 
turning movement feasible’ Mukhtar had 
openly and repeatedly declared that he knew 
the ground in rear of the Aladja Dagh, and it 
was an impossibility for a force to move round 
in that direction. In spite of his assur- 
ances, however, there seemed to be a pretty 
general idea that more mischief was brewing. 
His men, who since the advance from Zewin had 
been most enthusiastic, and fought more with 
the courage and boldness of conquerors, now 
became despondent, and fought rather with the 
energy of despair. Tle evacuation of the Kizil 
Tepe was looked upon asa bad omen by the 
superstitious Orientals, and that night no less 
than 700 men deserted. Grave rumors floated 
through the city on Sunday, the 14th, and the 
general alarm did not abate when at evening it 
became known that both the wires from the 
camp, the one via Khorasan, the other via Olti’ 
had been cut. Monday and Tuesday passed 
over in the same manner, the wildest rumors 
flew about, panic was at its height. All we 
knew was that there had been very beavy fight- 
ing at Kars,. and that the Turks were worsted. 

On the 17th the wire was repaired, and then 
the full extent of our misfortune dawned upon 
us. It appears that the constant attacks on 
Mukhtar’s front were only made with a view 
of diverting his attention from a turning move- 
ment being carried out by a Russian division in 
the direction of Digor and Oriok, and, when 
tue field-telegraph apprised the Grand Duke of 
Lazareff’s arrival at Orlok, he attacked Mukhtar 
heavily in front. The Little Yagni, heid by 
Mehemet Pasha with ten battalious, four siege 
and six field pieces, was, as might be expected 
trom the character of its commander, desperate- 
ly contested. All day did the assaulting 
columns of the Russians, numbering thirty-six 
battalions,endeavor to gain a footing on thecrest. 
Again and again did the Capitan Pasha burl them 
back at the point of the bayonet. At night, 
however, their ammunition having run out, and 
the enemy having surrounded them, Mehemet 
Pasha abandoned his guns, having first dis- 
mounted them and removed their breech-pieces, 
and cut bis way through the enemy to Kars, 
disdaining the surrender which he foresaw 
would be forced rey him in the morning. At 
the same time as the Little Yagni was assaulted, 
the Olya Tepe was also fiercely attacked. The 
four battalions holding it defended it most gal- 
lantly, but their losses were most severe. he 
Russian artillery was as accurate as it was 
heavy, the shells, fitted with tinie-fuzes, burst- 
ing over the crest with terrible precision. 
Mukhtar, dreading the loss of this hill, the con- 
necting link between Vezinkui and the Aladja 
Dagh, detached five battalions to its support. 
Three desperate attacks had been repulsed, and 

yet the garrison showed no signs of flinching. 

hese five battalions moved out in column: one 
at last extended, and, sending half a battalion 
to the right, the remaining half reached the top 
in safety, when the rest of the column moved 
slowly up. From some unexplained cause a 
panic seized these men, and they turned and 
broke, then re-formed, and slowly retired. 
Their conduct was simply inexplicable; an eye- 
witness assures me they never returned a shot 
to the heavy fire which the Russians poured 
into them, but marched slowly and sullenly 
off, utterly regardiess of the hail of bullets 
rattling about them, knocking over man after 
man. 

This seems to have been the turning point of 
the day. The panic appears to have spread, 
position after position was abandoned as soon 
as threatened, and a scene of the wildest con- 
fusion ensued, crowds of unarmed fugitives 
rushing along the roadto Kars, while others 
strove madly to reach the Aladja Dagh. 
Mukhtar Pasha showed the greatest gallantry, 
but his example, his orders, were of no ayail. 
Officers were menaced by their men, and they 
soon joined in the general rout. The troops on 
the right —— to have made up their minds to 
avoid the disaster consequent on the flight of 
the left wing. Omer Pasha, with 2.000 
cavalry, surrendered early in the ‘day, 
and Had Raschid Pasha, Mukhtar's 
brother-in-law,, with the whole 01 
the right wing, seven Pashas, forty-six guns, and 
twenty battalions, laid down their arms. The 
total number of prisoners at this point cannot 

exceed 9,000 men. The battalions certainly 
were not more than 400 each. The total strengt 
of the troops under Raschid Pasha’s orders 
amounted to thirty-six battalions, but thirteen. 
we hear, escaped towards Natschivan, while 
three were on the Olya Tepe, and were either 
cut to pieces or joired in the flignt to Kars. 
With Raschid Pasha the whole of the ammuni- 
tion and commissariat camp-baggage, | 
animals, and hospitals went. 

The Commander-in-Chief with difficulty es- 
caped to Kars.

We have an ally in the saape of 
winter, and if that breaks upon us shortly and 
Kars holds out we may yet keep the Moscov out 
of Erzeroum: but if fine weather continues and 
Kars talls, which I consider more than probable, 
this place cannot repel the Russians. 


FALL OF KARS. 


EPITOME OF ENGLISH PRESS OPINION ON THE 
RUSSIAN VICTORY. 

The Times, commenting on the news of the 
capture of Kars by the Russians, remarks that 
the Armenian campaign bas been most impor- 
tant asatrial of strength, and it will have its 
influence on the terms of peace; but it has no 
direct bearing on the struggle in Bulgaria. nor 
does it necessarily affect the situation of Con- 
stantinople. At the same time it becomesa 
matter of the gravest consideration whether it 
is inevitable that one night’s slaughter should 
be added to another, that the carnage of Asia 
should be reproduced aud multiplied in Europe 
before terms of peace can be agreed upon that 
must be ultimately accepted, The authority to 
determine for peace or war still resides at Stain- 
boul, and upon an analysis of the situation on 
the Bosphorus, the me says, we ven- 
tured on Saturday to say we could entertain lit- 
tle hope that efforts at mediation can as yet be 
made with any effect there. The fall of Kars 
has not changed our opinion, but it may accel- 
erate its verification. The blow is not sufficient 
to compel peace, and in this war peace will dome 
by compulsion. Yet efforts which are doomed 
to be unsuccessful must sdmetimes be made, 
and the humanity of neutrals mast be moved 
by the desire that lives shouid not be idlv wast- 
ed to prove what has already been demonstrat- 
ed. Selfish motives must Operate in the same 
direction. Even if it ware a matter of no im- 
portance that an ally should be utterly hum 
jated, it must be desirable that we should be 
saved from the embarrassment of having to 
settle or assist in the settlement of problems of 
the utmost difficulty. There are questions 
which no European Power wishes to precipitate ; 
and yet the Porte may blindly drag them down 
upon us. The responsibility of every neutral is 
great to use all its influence to bring the au- 
thorities at Constantinople to a correct apprecia- 
tion of the present crisis.“ 

IT MAY MBEAN INTERVENTION. 

The Standard observes that events, in spite 
of us and of the Turks, nay compel us to take 
an interest in a: war which, however it may be 
represented as a resistance to the Will of civil- | 
ized Europe, has certainly now assumed the 
character of a war of independence,—the war, 
not of a Government bent On maintaining its 
tyranny, but of a people struggling for their 
existence. It is idle to suppose that in such a 
war, evenif all the other Powers are content to 
be passive, England ean continue indefinitely 
the part of an unconcerned spectator. Apart 
from our share of the (common interest in a 
struggle between two European Powers which 
must result in injury to ove or the other, and 
which, therefore, must affect us at least as much 
as it affects our neighbors, We have a special 
and peculiar concern in the war arjsing out of 
our Asiatic dominion,—a dominion which is as 
extensive as that of Russia. The European 
concert cannot help us bere to any satisfactory 
settlement, for the obvious reason that the 
European concert has nothing to do with the 
nvalry of England and Russia in Asia.“ 

RUSSIA’S DESIGNS, 

The Morning ost asserts that the strategical 
results of the fall of Kars are most important, 
but the political consequente will not be less 
widely felt, and will certainly bring: into the 
foreground the question of English policy. 
After all has been said, and much could be said, 
in praise of the conservative Cabinet, the ost 
is compelled to echo the general voice of Euro- 
pean opinion, and to ask is praise for doing 
nothing the highest praise which a British Ad- 
ministration can earn in a crisis like the pres- 
ent! Is abstention the policy whichis worthy 
of such an Empire as ours, or is ta policy which 
is safe? If the designs of Russia are dangerous 
and her aggression unwarrantable—if the in- 
tegrity of Turkey is the bulwark of the English 
Empire, where is the logic of haiting any 
longer at the ‘wise neutrality’ of last spring! 
Surely the fall of Kars will awaken this coun- 
try to a sense Of the dangers of inaction.”’ 

GERMANY’S INDIFFERENUE. 

The Morning /’ost further observes that “the 
matter-of-fact manner in Which the Vord Deutsche 
Zeitung, the semi-oflicial organ of the German 
Government, takes for granted that now thé 
Russians have Kars they will keep it should 
open the eyes of the very blindest among us io 
the way in which the Eastern question is intend- 
ed to be settled quite over our heads, if we do 
not interpose our intervention in good time. 
Germany has plainly no objection to a Russian 
annexation of Armenia, just as it has no objec- 
tion to the free E of Russian war-fleets 
through the Capital of Turkey. Austria is not 
going unaided to dissever herself from two such 
neighbors. Italy has. already signified the in- 
terest she takes in the prosperity. of the Czar- 
dom. France will not liita finger if to lift a 
finger was to disturb the good relations be- 
tween Russia and the Elysee. The withdrawal 
of the Muscovites from Armenia can only 
be the work of two Powers,—Turkey and En- 
giand,—and it must be sheer imbecility to put 
off the moment of intervention until a time 
when there may be no longer two Powers to op- 
pose the designs of St. Petersburg. If we have 
made up our minds to keep the Russians out of 
Asia Minor we must simply set about carrying 
out our intention without the delay of an in- 
stant. 

NOT ALARMED. 

The Daily News says that it seems that it is 
only from such facts as the fall of great fort- 
resses and the dissolution and decay of armies, 
brought home to the rulers of Turkey through 
the medium of their Generals, that any hope of 

eace is to be expected. The Turkish mind is 

ot one of those for whose guidance coming 
events cast their shadows before; it is accessi- 
ble only to facts when they have been realized 
in their harshest and most extreme conse- 
quences. 
OTHER INTERESTS. 

The Daily Telegraph doubts whether, impor- 
tant as the event undoubtedly is, it will in any 
way damp that high spirit which the Turkish 
sovereign and his people have displaved 
throughout the whole course of the war. No 
question of surrendering on any point will be 
entertained so long as the Porte ig able to fight. 
Such—it is impressively) stated—is the-temper 
prevailing at Constantinople. At the same 
time the Turks are well aware that, other 
Powers have a deep interest in many subjects 
which, when the terms of peace come to be 
discussed, must be taken in hand. If the future 
of Servia, Roumania, the Danube, and the 
Straits is not an exclusively Turkish, Hut in a 
large degree a European question, the same 
cannot be said of Armenia. Here the Turk is 
fighting distinctly for England as well as for 
himself, and it is lucky for us that he is not 
yet prepared to entertain the propositions of 
concession. If the Porte is definitively beaten 
Armenia, or such portion thereof: as suits Mus- 
covite purposes, will have to be given up. and 
with the signature of such atreaty will go a 
vast share of England’s influence in the East.

POOR PITTSBURG. 


Mrs. Swisshelm Discusses the Labor Move- 
ment in Connection with the Late Riots— 
A Serio-Sarcastic Commentary on Latter- 
Day Benevolence. | 

To the Editor of The Tribune, 

Prrrenund, Dec, 3.—It does seem to me 
that you are very cruel to my native city, and 
say verv unkind things of it. You do not seem 
to consider that we, the people of Pittsburg, 
are the most benevolent tolks on this side of 
Jordan, and that it must be pure, unadulterated 
malice which causes the wicked to speak ill of 
us. You seem to forget that we have a great 
many manufactories here, and would be per- 
fectly overrun: with them if it was not for our 
benevolence. You cannot understand the 
trouble we have to keep down the iron-mills, 
cotton-mills, glass-works, foundries, and other 
nuisances of that kind which would congregate 
here if we did not labor diligently to suppress 
them; but, fortunately, we began early, and 
so have been able to keep them in bounds; and 
this, too, without arson, or riot, or bloodshed, 
up to a late date. Then, when mild measures 
failed and we had to burn a railroad depot and 
a few thousand ¢ars, instead of sympathizing 
with us the entire, press of the country turn 
against us. 

Thirty years ago we began to suppress our 
factories, and selected pity for the poor as our 
weapon. We hada class of oppressed working- 
men who only received from $5 to $8 per day for 
their labor, while hod-carriers and coal-diggers 
earned $1, and lived comfortably on it. 

It occurred to the $5 and $8 per day men to 
right their wrongs by ruining the business of 
their employers, and so they strack for higher 
wages. Poor fellows! How well I remember 
them in that struggle for the rights of labor? 
It made the hearts of our Christian people ache 
to see them in their black broad¢loth suits, 
satin vests, flashy gold chains, and silk hats, 
swaggering around smoking Havana cigars, 
while benevolent folks were taking up collec- 
tions to buy bread and butter and beefsteak 
for them and their families. 

It was a hard case for them to come down to 
plain tions after having been accustomed to 
all the delicacies Of the season, and to the ear- 
liest fruits and vegetables, before mill-owners 
felt they could afford to place them on their 
tables. Good folks pitied them; politicians 
patted them: pious preachers and delicate la- 
dies petted them, and uttered words of condem- 
nation for the mill-owners who bad all been 
poor men once, and saved their money, instead 
of buying »otatoes at 50 cents a quart, and fine 
clothes at prices which left them without a 
home The nabobs who had laid away dollars 
for a rainy day, aud built mills with them, got 
a peproof for their niggardliness, and the large- 
souled workingnian was carried on the top 
wave of popularity into better wages. Soon 
our oppressed coal-diggers struck; and, in 
regular order, all the other men struck! One 
class of women took to begging and wash- 
ing, and another class to getting up enter- 
talumeuts and soup-houses, and other benev- 
olent institutions, to support the valiant men 
who were too high-spirited to work for 10 
cents a day less than the Secretary of their 
union thought right. These Secretaries decided 
when benevolence was to join in striking an- 
other blow at the factories, and they have hain- 
mered away, year alter year, until Pittsburg 
has become famous for her beneyolence; a par- 
adise for men who send their wives and chil- 
dren out to beg while they maintain the supe- 
riority of manhood by whittling sticks on sun- 
ny corners. Vet for all this she gets no credit. 
Nay, when her prople grow weary of the slow 
work of beneyolence in destroying those in- 
fluences which make her look, after dark, like 
the * bottomless pit” with the lid off, and take 
more energetic measures for clearing away the 
smoke of which eyery one complains, the whole 
press of the country raises a hue and cry. 

i should just like to know what folks expect 
of us. Last winter we spent thousands and 
tens of thousands in helping Mr. Murphy to 
keep nice, warm places for poor working 
men,“ who micht have been obliged to work if 
it had not been for the sympathy thus excited 
for their wrongs; and then there is no knowing 
how many more chimneys would have 
been belching out smoke and 
. Nay, without the benevolence 
represented by the great Murphy, it is even 
possible that some pertion of the fifty-year-old 
mud of our streets might have been carted off 
to the exhausted fields lying all around the 
city; but we were saved from these catastro- 
phes by the gentle ministrations jof charity, 
and when the crisis came we bad an army of 
those gentlemen who travel for a living on hand 
to maintain the rights of labor against all 
bloated aris jes; and now outsiders, like 
yourself, would have us quarrel with our army, 
with those noble defenders of the faithful, who 
toll not, neither do they spin.“

THE SECRETARY OF THE INTERIOR 
ON ThE PACIFIC ROADS, 

The following is an abstract of that portion 
of the report of the Secretary of the Interior 
relating to the Pacific Railroads: 

Under the act of ist July, 1862, and 2d July, 
1864, subsidy bonds were issued by the United 
States to six railway companies (Central Pacific, 
Kansas Pacific, Union| Pacific, Central Branch 
Union Pacific, Western Pacific, and Sioux City & 
Pacific), to the amount of 5864, 623.512. These 
bonds, having thirty years from date to run, will 
mature, some in 1896, athers in 1807, and others 
in 1808. The semifannhal interest paid on them 
will amount. at maturity of the bonds, to $116, - 
322, 321. 60 at simple interest, and to $316,112, - 
571.7¥if compounded, or, the principal added 
thereto, $180, 945, 833.60 and 0, 756, 083. 79. 
respectively. | 

Sec. 6 of the act approved July 1, 1862, pro-

The Kansas Pacifi¢ Railroad was placed in the 
hand of a Receiver on the 3d of November, 1876, 
in consequence of a failure on the part of the Com- 
pany to pay the intefest on its first-mortgage bonds. 
In a printed paper addressed to me on the 21st of 
April last, by the Chairman and Secretary of a com- 
mittee of nine of firet-mortgage bondholders, it is 
alleged that said failure to pay interest was 
owing mainly to the fact that the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company hae persistently refused to trans- 
port passengers and freight in connection with the 
Kaneas Pacific and Denver Pacific Companies on the 
terms and in the manner required by the acts of Ist 
July. 1862, 2d July, 1864, 3d March, 1869, and 
20th June, 1874; that said acts contemplated the 
Kansas Pacific aud Denver Pacitic Railroads as a 
part of the connected and continuous line between 
the Missouri River and the Pacific Ocean, inter- 
secting the Union Pacific at Cheyenne, to be oper- 
ated without any discrimination for or against 
said roads; that the Union Pacific Com- 
pany has wholly, disregarded the repeated 
requests of the Kansas Pacific and Denver 
Pacific Companies to observe the provisions of 
eaid acts, and has denied its obligations 
to conform thereto, establishing and maintaining 
in contravention of paid acts discriminating rates 
of fare for passengers and freight for merchandise 
against the Kansas Pacific and Denver Pacific Com- 
panies; thatthe distance from Cheyenne to Og- 
den is 516 miles. one-half the distance from Oma- 
ha to Ogden, and yet the Union Pacific Company 
charges, in many cases, as much fortransportation 
from Cheyenne to Ogden as from Omaha to Ogden, 
and in all cases out Of proportion to the distance 
traversed, thereby compelling travelers and ship- 
pers to go to Omahaias a starting point, greatly to 
the damage of the Kansas Pacific and Denver Pa- 
eile Companies; that while the Kanaas Pacific 
Company has made default in payment of inter- 
est, the Union Pacific Company, by means of 
the monopoly thus established, has paid 8 per 
cent dividends annnally to its stockholders, he- 
sides paying the interest on ite debt (other than 
that due the United States): that the General Gov- 
ernment is interested in having said discrimina- 
tion terminated, in jorder that the sums advanced 
to the Kansas Pacific Company by the United 
States may not be utterly lost. 

A list of some of the discriminating charges ac- 
companies the paper, That there is such discrimi- 
nation is beyond dispute. That it is in direct con- 
travention of the letter and spiritof the Pacific 
Railroad acta there can scarcely be serious doubt. 
There seems to be no disposition on the part of the 
Union Pacific Company voluntarily to remedy this 
evil, but I am of the opinion that proper steps 
should be taken to enforce compliance with the 
acts of Congress.

TINKERING THE AGREEMENT. 
The General Ticket and Passenger Agents of 


held yesterday their first regular meeting under 
the agreement adopted about a week ago, at the 
office of the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chicago 
Railroad Company. That portion of the agree- 
ment which provides that no railroad ticket 
shall be issued upon the order of the agents of 
several steamship lines exeept when a steam- 
ship ticket is presented therewith, such order to 
be presented for redemption at the end of each 
month to the said steamship» companies, and a 
commission of $1.50 to be allowed to said Gen- 
eral Agent of the steamship line, was amended 
so as to make New York the basis of the pay- 
ment of such commission. 

The day of meeting, which, according 
to the agreement, was to be on the 5th of 
each month, was changed to the 20th, 
so as to take place on the day when the Associa- 
tion of General Ticket and Passenger Agents of 
Chicago meets. 

Cnarges were preferred against the Grand 
Trunk Railway for violating the agreement. 
The Grand, Trunk and Erie Railways are allowed 
in the agrètment to pay a commission of 50 cents 
on tickets sold over their lines. it is charged 

ninst the former that it has paid a commission 
of $1.90 since the agreement went into effcct. 
Action in this matter was deferred until next 
meeting to allow the parties making the 
to bring more definite proof. 

The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad seems to be 
much dissatisticd with the clause which allows 
the Grand Trunk and Erie Railways to pay a 
commission of 50 cents. It is claimed that it is 
working greatly to the detriment of the road, 
bevause it aflords a chance to all the other lines 
to pay the commission of 50 cents if it becomes 
necessary to secure business. The Michigan 
Central claim that the tickets have been sold 
over the Grand Trunk or Erie, and the Lake 
Shore & Michigan Southern can make the same 
claim as regards the latter line, while the Pitts- 
burg & Fort Wayne has a chance to vay the 
commissions by claiming that the tickets have 
been sold by the Erie & Chicago line. The 
Baltimore & Ohio has no connections with the 
above-named roads, and is, therefore, unable to 
resort to any trickery. The officials of the 
Baltimore & Ohio demand a modification of the 
objectionable provision, so that no “„ shenani- 
gan can be practiced by auy of the roads. 
This matter will undoubtegly torm the principal 
theme of discussion at the next meeting, when 
probably an arrangement will be made more 
satisfactory to ali concerned, and one which is 
less calculated to disturb the harmony now ex- 
isting between the various lines. 

An arrangement was also miade at yesterday’s 
meeting which provides that hereafter no more 
free omnibus transfers shall be given to passen- 
gers stopping over in Chicago or whose transfer 
ticket is not attached to the regular railroad 
ticket.

THE WAR AGAINST THE SCALPERS. 

The railroads in this city are not relaxing in 
their efforts to push the ticket scalpers to the 
wall. Mr. Justus Goodrich, one of the promi- 
nent scalpers, was arrested yesterday at the 
instance of the Michigan Central Raffroad for 
selling tickets over that line without a license, 
contrary to the law, and was taken before Jus- 
tice Summerfield. Goodrich’s lawyer, John 
Lyle King, claimed that his client was not 
really for trial, and requested a continuance un- 
til Friday to enable him to get several impor- 
tant witnesses, and the request was granted. A 
warrant was also sworn out during the day by 
the same road before Justice Haines against 
Mr. Mulford, of the firm of Mulford & Macken- 
zie, but that gentleman, having been apprised 
of the movement, gave the officers a wide 
berth, and was nowhere to be found. The 
officers are in wait for him, howey- 
er, and he will undoubtedly be gobbled 
up sooner or later. It is understood that the 
Pittsburg & Fort Wayne has worked up a 
strong case against another scalper, and so bas 
the Kankakee Line, and warrants will probably 
be sworn out against them to-day. The rail- 
roail officials say they will not give up their war 
against these men until every scalping office in 


this city has closed up shop. 


The scalpers have somewhat recovered from 
their panic, and yesterday were more defant 
than they had been tor some days past. They 
will trv to effect an organization to-day to make 
a combined defense against their enemies. 
They are aware of the fact that the law is dead 
acainst them, and do not mean to make a deter- 
mined fight in the courts. The fact that John 
Lyle King has been retained by those alread 
arrested shows that they mean to get yo 
by some technicality or other. It is eir 
objeet to break the railroad comvination 
by throwing all their business op one single 
line. In this manner they think they can inflict 
such damage upon the other roads as to cause-a 
disruption. But in this they are calculating 
without their host, for if euch a fight is made 
the railroads will simply adopt an agreement by 
which the business is proportinately divided 
among them, and if one road gets more than its 
share it will have to turn it over to anotber. The 
same thing was tried dy the live-stock 
shippers a few years ago, and the result was a 
liveestock pool on the above 1 is still 
in force. The scalpers are also talking myste- 
riously about other weapons to be used against 
the roads if the present war against them is 
not soon given up. But judging by the com- 
placency and serenity of the General Ticket 
and Passenger Agents, they do not seem to 
scare worth a cent.

THE HORSE AND HIS RIDER. 
New York Sun. 

“ Why, I've been in the business ever since 1 
un remember,“ Robert Stickney, the rider of 
four horses at the Great London Circus, said.

“Any bareback rider can ride with the pad 
but not every pad rider can ride bareback. 
began bareback riding early, but I had the ad- 
vautage of my father’s advice and of watchin 
him ride. Pretty soon after 1 began — 
riding, and while I was yet a mere boy, I began 
two-horse acts, and finally was able to ride the 
four horses with as little effort as one. Of course 
I have been all through the various branches of 
tumbling as part of my riding education, for if 
I conldn’t tumble and turn somersaults well on 
the ground I couldn’t do it on the horse. As to 
the ordinary jumping through the banners and 
all that sort of work, that’s the plain sailing of 
the rider. Jumping through the banners while 
in the act of evolving or revolving a somersault, 
doesn’t add to the difficulty of the task, though 
people think so. One of the difficult things 
about it is that vou must regulate the velocity 
of your somersault by the speed of your horse, 
and that is why an even, steady-going horse is a 
treasure to any rider. 

“You ask me if I can take any horse and 
teach him his part of the ring business. Cer- 
tainly, for horses are exceedingly intelligent, 
more so than many men, as anv old@cavalry or 
artillery officer will tell you. Of course, some 
horses are more ——_ taught than others, and 
the purer a horse’s blood is, as a general rule, 
the easier he is to teach. But a horse that shies 
is worthless to us. When we makea flip-flop we 
must find the borse under us, and must know 
where our feet are goingfio be when we come 
down. Iwas seriously hurt once. Just as I 
wasin mid air, while throwing a somersault, a 
cannon was fired near the building. The horse 
was taken by surprise, shied off involuntarily, 
and when I ought to have come right side up 
with care, there was no horse there. I fell flat 
on my back on the tan, and hurt myself a good 
deal. Yes, the horse is very intelligent, and if 
he can only understand what vou want him to 
do, Le will generally try to do it to the best of 
his ability.” 

“About slipping? Yes, one has to look out 
for this. You know, of course, that we rosin 
our slippers thoroughly, but did you know that 
the horse’s back is liberally rosined, too? If 
that wasn’t done the horse’s perspiration would 
very soon make the bit of rosin on the slippers 
useless, and even as itis, when the night is 
warm amd the horse perspires freely, digging 
the toesin fora grip will bunch up the hair 
into little balls, making the hold uneven, or the 
hair coming out, will make the horse’s back so 
slippery that it becomes very difficult to hold 
on. Down South the darkeys think there is 
loadstone put on a hors¢’s back. 

As to riding more/ than four horses at a 
time, unless one was very tall and had a pair of 
lndia-rubber legs, I think it would be impos- 
sible, as it is now for a very short-legged man 
to ride four. There is a limit to the compass 

‘properties of the human leg. 

The norse has to learn his part as well as the 
rider, to become as much a part of the rider 
when he is on his back as te ancients’ fabled 
Centaur. He must learn t» keep his gait even 
and steady, and to obey even the pressure of 
the foot in certain ways. The rider mustn’t 
put his foot down on any and every part of the 
animal’s back, or he will destroy the mutual 
equilibrium. If the horse feels your foot two or 
three inches out of the way, and in a different 
place from where he expects it when you light 
on him, it is apt to discompose him. As to 
what kind of treatment I give my horses, I can 
only say that I havea horse that knows my 
voice before he sees me, and whinnies with de- 
light. 1 have always an apple or bit of carrot 
oralump of sugar about me when I go near 
where he is, and we are on the best of terms. 
Don't I sometimes have to conquer a horse if 
he gets a stubborn or sulky fiton! Certainly, 
and if I don’t do it it will render the horse 
worthless. The cruelty is only apparent, how- 
ever. A little temporary severity is real kind- 
ness to the horse. Some of the trick horses 
are very dangerous and vicious, especially the 
piebald ones. This mostly comes of teasing 
them during their training to make them bright 
and lively, but it is not really necessary, and 
some trick horses are as gentle as lambs. A 
horse gets to know his business and to like it, 
the same as a rider does. An expert in his pro- 
fession, be it acting, variety, or circus per- 
forming, seldom quits it.

If the boat arrives late at night, when the 
clerks have all gone to their homes, Deko“ 
starts for the Cass House, where one of the 
clerks boards, and before the boat touches the 
wharf has some one who can talk on hand to re- 
ceive the Captain. As one of the Captains 
says; “If ‘Deko’ could only talk he could 
run the office at night without help.“ As soon 
as a boat is made fast to the wharf, ** Deko“ 
steers for the door of the cook-room, and will 
not leave until he receives a meal, and, after 
eating, he stands guard at the gangway until 
all freight is moved and the order is heard to 
haul in. Then he jumps ashore to wait for the 
next craft. 


SKIN-TRANSPLANTATION. 
0 New York Herald. 

An exceedingly remarkable surgical opera- 
tion has recently been completed at St. Cath- 
erine’s Hospital, Williamsburg. On Friday, 
Aug. 3, 1876, while Dora Conrad, of No. 340 
Mangin street, was attending a jenny in Water- 
bury’s bag factory, in Bushwick, her bair, which 
was harging loose, caught in one of the spin- 
dies, an in an instant the hair and scalp on one 
side of her head were torn out. It was done so 
quickly that she only felt a tug. The overseer 
took her to St. Catherine’s Hospital on Bush- 
wick avenue, where the doctors said they could 
not do anything for her. Two days after, the 
physician in charge said: I can save her, and 
if she can stand the operation I can give her a 
new scalp by transplantation.“ 

The operation of transplantation of skin is an 
exceedingly delicate one, and has been but 
recently introduced into surgery as a remedy in 
ease of open wounds. The ghastly injury in- 
flicted on Miss Conrad not only tore off the 
scalp, but destroyed a portion of the perios- 
teum. No hopes were at first entertained for 
her recovery; but as the days wore on her 
naturally good constitution enabled granulation 
to begin and flesh commenced to form. Taking 
advantage of this the doctor took two pieces 
from Dora’s owngarm, and, cutting them An 
small pieces, grafted them on the periosteum, 
about a quarter of an inch apart, and in a row 
about a quarter of an inch from the line of the 
lower edge of the wound, holding them in po- 
sition with small strips of plaster. In a few 
davs minute ramifications extended from these 
little grafts to each other and the sound skin, 
which gradually increased until thev bridged 
over the space between them, and new skin was 
thus produced. 

This operation was carefully repeated during 
the seven months the girl lay in the hospital, 
the grafts for the purpose being freely furnish- 
ed by Sister Dolorosa from her arms, Sister 
Joanna, another of the faithful nurses in the in- 
stitution, also furnished material for grafts dur- 
ing the operation. The Doctor was so skillful 
in his manipulations that every piece of skin 
grafted took root, and the entire skull was 
again covered with a firm, healthy, but hairless 
scalp. There are spots bereft of feeling; they 
are those connecting directly with the skull, the 

jiosteum having been destroyed just there. 
There was danger of the upper tale of the 
skull dying in these places, but, fortunately, the 
oil dressing prevented that. 

The case excites much interest among the sur- 
gical profession.

COLONIZATION AID SOCIETY, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaeo, Dec. 4.—Permit me to cal) atten- 
tion to a subject which you not long ago deemed 
worthy your consideration. The subject in 
question is colonization. On the 12th of 
August last your issue contained an able 
editorial advising the unemployed to seek 
homes for themselves and families outside of 
the bustle of a large city. You argued that, if 
willingness on the part of the working classes 
to emigrate would be shown, ways and means 
could and would be easily found to establish 
them in a position where they could make a 
comfortable living, and raise their families free 
from the allurements of an overcrowded city, 
etc., etc. Now, sir, a society has been organ- 
ized for this purpose since September last, 
which is now chartered bv the State 
and in general working order; its mem- 
bers are maitbly tradesmen without any 
great amount of capital, but stout 
hearts and willing hapas to work. The chief 
object of the Society is to devise a way where- 
by the comparative poor but willing members 
may by industry and frugality earn a home for 
themselves through colonization. This ry. ! be 
any one’s privilege, you perhaps think; but, 
sir, referring back to your issue, let me ask 
where and how the realization of your editorial 
words can be found? 

As members we are (as before stated) princi- 
pally of the class who have for some years past 


| made but a scant livelihood, and all feel that 


your advice, as also that of the press in gen- 
eral, to colonize would be the best plan to 
adopt and follow; but as we have not sufficient 
means to realize these wishes, we therefore 
ask, Can you mark out some plan whereby we 
might. finally be led upon a path of self- 
sustenance! If so, your advice would be thank- 
fully received and acted upon. 

Before closing I vould like further to state 
that our object is not to fraternize soas to com- 
pel or bind the membership as a body, but we 
simpiy would like to forward favors to worthy 
individuals who are without means, taking good 
security on all loans. 

It seems to us that Hf we could find a way to 
unite means with our efforts, it would-be a good 
and safe investment to any one commanding 
capital. 

All would be willing to give qe security. 

As a society we do not crave for the handling 
of the money: wonld leave that to those who 
might wish to invest; what we do want is stock 
and implements to commence with. 

At present we have a Committee of Inspec- 
tion roaming about in North Alabama, and so 
far their reporte are very favorable, the gen- 
eral feeling of the members seems also to favor 
thie district. 

We have now met but stx times, and have ac- 
cumulated a membership of sixty-five; all seem 
to take great interest in the success of the 
project. 

The headquarters of the Society will remain 
permanently in this city,—the same to forward 
worthy applicants with all the advantages at 
command to the particular spot which may be 
selected. 

Hoping you will show a sign of encourage- 
ment to’ this really unselfish and well-meant de- 
vice which has sprung trom the ranks of the

It is certain that, if the 
njudicious champions of koumiss are allowed 
full sway, this valuable nutriment must soon 
fall into disrepute proportioned to its present 
popularity. When the vor populi roars loudly 
that a panacea has been discovered, the same 
voice soon grumbles the popular discontent 
that physic cannot even yet be abandoned wholly 
to the curs. Think of the misguided scribbler 
who gravely advocates the adoption of Koumiss 
as the national beverage! | 

Let us see what koumiss is good for.“ Let 
us question wherein it is the king of foods. 
Let us do it full justice and establish it on its 
veritable throne, where none may dispute its 
sovereignty. Could we do this, we should ren- 
der koumiss and its American founder a service 
compared with which the evanescent adulation 
now so generally bestowed upon it would be as 
nothing. 

Every one who reads the papers knows that

REMARKABLE TRIP. 


One of the Longest Ever Made in a Small 
Boate—From the Yellowstone to the 
Ocean. | 

St. Louis Republican, Vor. 29. 

William Johnson, the lone voyageur, who ts 
making his adventurous trip from the Yellow- 
stone region to New Orleans, and whose prog- 
ress has been noted from time to time, arrived 
here night before last and fastened his little 
craft just atove the bridge, He was accom- 
panied from Kansas City by a young man 
named Frank Goerke, himself a Western ad- 
venturer, born in New York, who is taking this 
method to reach home via New Orleans. He acts 
in the capacity of first mate of the little boat and 
commissary of stores. The boat is a natty af- 
fair, sloop-rigged with jib and majusail. It 
is, in fact, a large skiff of the “Mackinaw” 


kind. It is furnished with a cabin, amid- 
ship, and (heated by a sheet-iron stove, 
originally ‘owned by a hunting party, 


with whom Johnson served as guide. The 
apartment ig supplied with @ bunk, and though 
rather cramped for rooui,it has a supply of 
cooking utdnsils, revolvers, etc. Among the 
curiosities is the wolt-skin cap formerly worn 
by Running Antelope, who was killed in a fight. 
The trophy bas the warmth of a Russian shako, 
and is made trom skins of the coyote. 

In his boat Mr. Johnsen bas made 175 miles 
in a day down the rapid current of the Yellow- 
stone. Thete are some swift and dangerous 
rapids on that river. Since he left Bismarck, on 
the Missouri, some nine weeks ago, he bas made 
some days 175 miles, frequently overtaking and 
passing steamboats, yet when the water was 
rough and the wind ahead, he would bave to 
lie over, sometimes a day, until the wind changed 
in his favor. 

Between Yankton and old Fort George there 
isa bend in the river, necessitating a detour of 
forty miles to make about half a mile of prog- 
ress, it being that distance across the neck of 
land. He got supplies at the different towns, 
trading-posts, and indian agencies which he 
passed, and besides found plenty of game, wild 
ducks, and ese from Fort Buford to Kansas. 

Johnson, With his compagnon du voyage, called, 
after their arrival, at the epubiican office. 
Both of them left an impression of being sensi- 
ble and modest toa degree not often expected 
‘from persons who have been buffeted about 
among the wild scenes of nature ana wilder 
savages. Mr. Johnson is rather below medium 
size, and dressed throughout with a suit of 
buckskin, the seams being fringed with the 
same material. An old white blouse hat covers 
a bronzed, mtelligent, good-natured face. He 
states he got his schooling in Penob- 
scot, Maine, and while a lad sailed to distant 
parts of the world with his father, Capt. R. W. 
Johnson, of the ship Spirit of the Times, from 
Baltimore. His father and mother were both 
washed overbuard on their voyage from Liver- 
pool to Melbourne, in Australia. His early nau- 
tical experience gave bim a taste for water- 
craft, and this probably aceounts for his present 
novel experiment, of passing from the head- 
waters of the Missouri to Galveston in a skiff, a 
feat which has never before been accomplished. 
He has relatives living at Galveston—his former 
home. After his father and mother were lost, 
he drifted West, and, having an adventurous 
disposition, has been engaged in numerous baz- 
ardous employments, such as a guide and scout 
for military expeditions, auſt also guide and hun- 
ter for private parties. Heis familiar with the 
Black Hills, the Yellowstone region, and the 
various mail routes between the military 
and trading posts. He has seen Indians 
killed and scalped, and has scalped two or three 
Indians on his own account for parties who 
wished to send the s alps as trophies to their 
friends in the East. The mawveais terre, or bad 
lands, through which be has repeatedly 
traveled, are in some respects wonderful forma- 
tions. There is no living or green thing to be 
seen, and the water is alkaline and poisonous 
to animals, in threading the black, ash-like 
bummocks the tops are in many cases capped 
with fossils of strange ferms. Among them 
aré turties and reptiles of enormous size. He 
saw one, an alligator-like animal, imbedded in 
the rocks. The head and hinder parts were ex- 
posed on either side ofa huge rock weighing 
some hundreds of tons, towering above the 
bowels of the huge monster. It must have 
been terrific to hear the roar of these gigantic 
reptiles as they poked their heads above the 
ooze of these ancient seas. 

Mr. Johnson has spent some time among the 
Sioux, Gros Ventres, and Rees, and acquired a 
facility in speaking four differeiſt languages, in- 
cluding hig native vernacular. He got a sight 
of Sitting Bull when that 1. gent was 
hastening his flight between Fort Peck and the 
British Dominions, just after the Wolf Moun- 
tain fight: He was with Gen. Miles on Tongue 
River when the scouts caught up with Sitting 
Bull. , 
Mr. Johnson was also a scout for the North- 
western Stage Company, employed by Ike Hall, 
of Deadwood, for which he has received only 
one month’s pay. He was subsequently employ- 
ed by Herbert Porter and some Boston geolo- 

ists, and he took them from the Little 
iorn down to Bismarck on the boat in which 
he has maile the present voyage. He left Miles’ 
camp two weeks alter the fight with Running 
Antelope, who was killed on the 5th of May. 
Miles captured sixty-five lodges and burned 
them. He captured 1,000 ponies and a large 
quantity of buffalo-meat. 

Mr. Johnson intends starting this afternoon 
for New Orleans. 

He had no trouble in floating down the cur- 
rent of the Missouri during the night, when 
they could turn in and sleep, not fearing collis- 
sion with steamboats, as he always carrieda 
light at the masthead.

An ordinance is now in the hands of a 
committee of the Common Council provid- 
ing that the wheel-tires of the heavy trucks, 
wagons, drays, etc., shall be at least four 
inches in width as a protection against the 
rapid impairment of the street pavements 
under heavy loads and sharp tires. An ex- 
ception is made of light, one-horse wagons 
used for distributing parcels and supplies 
from the retail stores, and also in the case of 
farm-wagons bringing produce into the city. 
The matter is one which should receive 
proper consideration. It is certain that such 
pavements as that on Michigan avenue will 
not last for any length of time under the 
constant cutting of narrow tires containing 
heavy loads, and it is certain that the same 
cause leads to the more rapid wear of the 
wooden pavements. Unless it can be shown 
that some special hardship will result from 
the proposed ordinance, it should be reported 
favorably. 


There is no evidence that the elaborate 
deference of the President to the views of 
the monometallists has secured for him the 
degree of reciprocal good-will in other mat- 
ters that was looked for. On the contrary, 
the Republican Implacables are apparently 
planning fora more vigorous warfare than 
ever before.

THE PRESIDENT AND THE FOUR PER 
CENT SILVER BONDS. 
The President, in that part of his message 
relating to the silver coinage, presents as the 
only material objection to the full re- 
monetization of silver that the 5 percent, 43, 
and 4 per cent bonds emitted since Feb. 12, 
1873, having been issueg while gold was the 
only coin legal-tender, therefore these bonds 
were gold bonds as distinguished from all 
the bonds issued prior to that date, when 
silver as well as gold was a legal-tender. 
Neither the President nor the Secretary of 
the Treasury has intimated that the 5-20 
bonds or any of the other bonds issued 
when the silver dollar was a legal-tender 
are not payable, both principal and interest, 
in silver dollars of 3714 grains each. That 
is conceded not only as a legal and un- 
deniable fact, but the admission is strength- 
ened by the President’s demand that when 
silver shall be monetized the bonds issued 
since 1873 shall alone, of all other forms of 
debt, be exempted from payment in silver. 
The President's great anxiety on this sub- 
ject is to be able to fund the outstanding 6 
per cent bonds issued before 1873, amount- 
ing to $700,000,000, so as to reduce the 
interest to 4 per cent, which reduction, it is 
stated with arithmetical correctness, will 
amount to $14,000,000 a year. He thinks 
that if these gold bonds be now made paya- 
ble in silver, it will be a breach of faith 
which might interrupt or defeat the sale of 
4 per cents. Fortunately for the country, 
the President’s conclusions on this subject 
are not inconsistent with a generai and satis- 
factory accomplishment of the great end the 
President has in view and the remonetiza- 
tion of the silver dollar. Leaving out of the 
question the bonds issued since 1873, the 
principal of which will not be payable until 
after 1895, and we have the following agreed 
facts : 
1. All the bonds issued prior to £873 were 
issued when silver was a legal-tender with 
gold. All those bonds are made payable, 
principal and interest, in coin of the United 
States, which coin means gold or silver at 
the option of the Government. 

2. That all those bonds bear 6 per cent ; 
that they amount to 8700, 000, 000; and that 
to exchange them for 4 per cent bonds 
would be a large saving of annual interest. 

3. That silver being.remonetized and coin- 
ed in liberal amounts, the Secretary of the 
Treasury could issue to the couutry a 4 per 
cent bond to be exchanged at par for gold or 
silver, the said bond to be redeemable thirty 
years hence in silver or gold coin of the 
United States at the option of the Govern- 
ment. 

4. That as rapidly as the silver shall be 
paid into the Treasury in exchange for these 
4 per cent bonds, the proceeds shall be ap- 
plied to the redemption on call of outstand- 
ing 6 per cent bonds. There is no need of 
argument in favor of the issue of @ popular 
loan of 4 per Ment bonds, the President, 
Secretary of Treasury, and Comptroller 
of the Currency having, as we quoted yester- 
day, most earnestly advocated the issue of 
such bonds, not only as a great blessing to 
the country as affording the means of in- 
vestment to the savings population, but, as 
the President so aptly stated, strengthening 
the Union financially and politically by mak- 
ing so many of our own people directly in- 
terested in its preservation. 

Our object is to show that, even according 
to the President’s own interpretation of the 
nature of the national obligations to the 
public creditors, all the outstanding bonds, 
including the greenbacks, are legally payable 
in silver, that coin being an unlimited legal- 
tender at the time the debts were contracted, 
except the bonds issued since 1873. As these 

| latter bonds are all of alow rate of interest 
and are not now redeemable, the question 
concerning them may be adjourncd until 
the next century. But the 6 per cent bonds, 
concerning which the President is so justly 
concerned, are all redeemable in silver, and 
all that is needed to reduce them to 4 per 
cent bonds is to restore the silver dollar 
and offer to the people a 4 per cent bond re- 


deemable at the pleasure of the Government, 
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ver coin. According to the arguments of the 
Comptroller of the Currency, the banks of 
the country, national, State, and savings, 
would largely absorb 4 per cent bonds 
of small denominations. According to 
the Secretary of the Treasury, a very large 
portion of money now deposited in the sav- 
ings banks would be invested in these 4 per 
cent bonds of small denominations. All men 
and. women in the land having mon- 
ey to the extent of $25 and in 
sums of larger amount waiting other disposi- 
tion would, if silver were received, readily 
invest in these 4 per cents, and, between all 
these classes, the Secretary of the Treasury 
would have no difficulty in disposing of 4 
per cent bonds for silver as rapidly as is 
needed to enable him to take up all the out- 
standing 6 per cents during the term of the 
present Administration. With the silver dollar 
remonetized and receivable in exchange for 
a 4 per cent bond such as we have described, 
and the mints permitted to coin the dollars 
to the extent of their coining capacity, the 
successful refunding of the outstanding 6 
per cent bonds will be secured; the green- 
backs will be placed at par with coin, and 
the work of specie payments a year hence 
will be rendered a vastly easier operation, 
without any advance in gold and without any 
contraction of the curretcy. 


RENEGADE PATTERSON. 

An opinion has been rendered in the 
habeas corpus case of the renegade Parrerson, 
discharging him from custody, which will 
prevent him from being taken back to South 
Carolina unless the Governor of that State 
should make another requisition, which, of 
course, he will not do, unless the Democrats 
should deliberately break their contract by 
which they bought his vote with immunity 
from the Penitentiary. Parrnsox is con- 
sequently happy, having since his discharge 
received @ dispatch from Columbia, 8. C., 
saying that the Democratic members of the 
Legislature will use their influence to stay 
all further proceedings against him, and that 
the Democratic papers throughout the State 
favor his course in voting for Burier. In 
the exuberance of his joy he expresses 
special pride in his speech assailing the 
President, and intimates that he has received 
over 400 letters from Republicans (?) in the 
North commending his course. 

In view of Renegade Parrznson’s happi- 
ness and the general outburst of joy in the 
Democratic camp, it may be well to inquire 
into the reasons for it. What have they ac- 
complished ? Parrerson has saved himself 
from the Penitentiary, and his joy over it is 
a confession of his perfidy to his party. He 
has kept his seat in the Senate to which he 
was elected by bribery, for which he was in- 
dicted with sufficient evidence on that score 
to have sent him to the Penitentiary. To 
keep himself in the Senate and out of the 
Penitentiary he gave the casting vote to fill 
a vacant seat in the Senate with a man who 
was not elected to it, and that man principal- 
ly notorious as the hero of the Hamburg 
massacre, and kept out the man who was 
legally elected. Knowing that Senator Davip 
Davis, notwithstanding his strong Demo- 
cratic bias, would not vote for Burn upon 
the law of the case and the facts before 
him, he left his party and voted for Burn, 
whereas, had he not been afraid 
of the Penitentiary, he would have voted for 
Corsin, who was elected. By his perfidy, 
therefore, the Democrats have gained two 
accessions to their power in the Senate,—a 
man who sold his vote and himself to escape 
the State’s Prison, and a man who was not 
elected to his seat. In other words, a man 
who was never elected is given his seat by a 
Penitentiary candidate, and over this com- 
pounding of a felony and double rascality 
Renegade Patrerson and his fellow Demo- 
erats are rejoicing. The former finds addi- 
tional cause for joy in the receipt of 400 let- 
ters from Republicans in the North com- 
mending his course. The word of a man 
who will sell his vote and his very manhood 
to escape the Penitentiary is not implicitly 
to be trusted, He may have received 400 
letters, 40 letters, or 4 letters, or no let- 
ters. There are undoubtediy other carpet- 
baggers who have absconded from the South 
and had no opportunity to secure immunity 
from the Penitentiary by selling their votes, 
their only immunity depending upon keep- 
ing as far away from the South as possible, 
who sympathize with him. There are un- 
doubtedly bulldozers in the North as well as 
the South, who believe in the dirty kind of 
politics illustrated by Partrerson’s course, 
who sympathize with him. There never yet 
was a dirty bird who did not have other dirty 
birds to sympathizewith him. But if ever a 
man in this country was regarded with utter 
contempt and loathing) by all respectable 
men, whether Republicans or Democrats, 
that man is Renegade PArrxnsox. 


THE HALIFAX AWARD. 

London newspapers suggest that the de- 
cision of the Fishery Commission at Halifax 
be made the basis of the final settlement of 
the disputes between Canada and the United 
States. It is desirable, on all accounts, that 
such a settlement should be made; indeed, 
the people of the United States had this end 
in view when the Treaty of Washington was 
concluded. But before any further negotia- 
tions are entered into, the justice of the late 
award must be established. If Canada has 
| obtained an advantage by finesse, the United 
States will not accept the concession of a 
part of that advantage as a reason for grant. 
ing better terms than would otherwise be 
agreed to. This would be merely transfer- 
ring the advantage from one side of the ac- 
count to the other, and confirming by a sim- 
ple feat in bookkeeping a title acquired by 
improper means. The award ought to be 
considered on its merits, apart from its pos- 
sible use as an inducement to the United 
States in future negotiations. 

The papers in the case have not as yet 
been fully submitted, and it is possible that 
they will remove some of the doubt that now 
hangs over this whole |proceeding. But if 
the Canadian claim is as good as the press of 
that country assert it is, they have shown a 
lamentable want of zeal and information. 
If they have facts to support them, those 
facts ought to be adduced in an intelligent 
manner. The people of this country would be 
pleased to have a Canadian estimate of the ac- 
tual benefits that have been derived by the 
United States from the fisheries in dispute 
since 1872. The figures ought to be drawn 
up in a methodical way, and the exact ad- 
vantage of the United States in each year be 
shown. This would make the credit side of 
the Canadian ledger. On the debit side 
ought to be placed the loss of revenue to the 
United States resulting from the admission 
of Canadian fish to the markets of this 
country free of duty. We have al- 
ready shown that, by virtue of the 
rebate, the United States lost in 
customs and gave to citizens of Canada 
$181,778 in 1873, $179,386 in 1874, $155,- 
076 in 1875, and $153,000 in 1876. All these 


sums ought to have a place in the trial-bal-

should alsq be a proper account of the ben- 
efits Canadian fishermen have derived, or 
might derive, from the fisheries of the United 
States thrown open to them. If the com- 
mercial value of the concessions made by 
Canada to the United States over and above 
those made by the United States to Canada 
was thus clearly shown to be $458,333 per 
annum, there would be no hesitation in pay- 
ing the award on the part of the United 
States Government. But so long as it ap- 
pears that the sum of $5,500,000 was fixed 
upon merely because it was a good guess, or 
because the prejudices of the Belgian um- 
pire had been enlisted on the British side, 
there will be at least a disposition to ques- 
tion the legality of the proceeding. 

The chief objection to the Halifax Com- 
mission and its finding is that nothing has 
been settled by them. The fisheries dispute, 
which has been a constant source of irrita- 
tion between the United States and Canada, 
is now no nearer a conclusion than it was 
fifty years ago. Nearly half of the period 
of twelve years covered by the award has al- 
ready elapsed; and, if the present verdict be 
allowed to stand, the treaty will be promptly 
terminated by the United States in 1884. 
The differences between the two countries on 
this subject will then be greater than ever. 
Arbitration will have availed only to aggra- 
vate old troubles and to intensify the hostile 
spirit that previously existed between the 
two countries, It seems to have been the 
purpose of the Canadian counsel at Halifax 
to keep part of the case in reserve for 
future occasions. Finding that Cana- 
da was likely to profit largely in 
the transaction, the representatives of that 
country did not desire, ‘or at least did not 
earnestly endeavor, to remove every pretext 
for controversy. The question with refer- 
ence to trading for bait and supplies was 
therefore not touched at all, and the award 
was made in such a manner as to insure dis- 
content and suspicion on the part of the 
United States. It might fairly be inferred 
from the proceedings at Halifax that it was 
there adjudged to be the interest of Can- 
ada to keep the fisheries question open 
for future use. What this futuro use 
will be can be better imagined than described. 
Perhaps the fisheries may again be heard of 
in connection with reciprocity; Hopes of 
gain from this kind of diplomatic bargain- 
ing are sure to be delusive. The sooner the 
Janadian people abandon them the better. 
Whether the award is ultimately paid or not, 
one thing is certain: It will not be made 
the basis“ of future negotiations. It will 
be considered separately on its merits, and 
paid or rejected as the honor of the country 
demands. 


A DANGEROUS MUNICIPAL EXPERIMENT. 

Ald. GruBert, of the Fourth Ward, intro- 
duced into the Council last Monday evening 
the following preamble and resolution: 


Wrereas, Under the present charter known as 
Au act to provide for the incorporation of cities 
and villages, the City Council has greatly enlarged

Government have not been organized under said 
act, nor have their duties or relations to the City 
Council been defined; and 

Wueneas, It is of the greatest necessity that the 
departments be reorganized so that they will be 
more directly under the supervision of the City 
Council, in accordance with the intent of said act; 
therefore, 

lesolved, That the Judiciary Committee be in- 
structed to prepare sach ordinances as will be 
necessary to so reorganize the various departments 


‘of the City Governmeat aud define their reiationg, 


with two purposes in view: 

First—That under each organization the expense 
of carrying on such department shall not be in- 
creased, but, if possible, lessened. 

Second—That the departments be so organized 
under said ordinances as to bring said departments 
more under the supervision and control of the City 
Council 

The purpose of a preamble to resolutions 
of a legislative character is to set forth the 
provocation, reason, or necessity for the 
action directed; but Ald. Gr_BERt’s 
‘* whereases” fail to fumish a satisfactory 
explanation of the radital and sweeping 
changes he proposes. It is known that the 
charter under which the city ig now organ- 
ized (the General Law bf 1872) gives the 
City Council plenary powers, and it was the 
fear that the Council Would abuse these 
powers that ezcited the general opposition 
to the adoption of this Harter. It is noto- 
rious that the charter was imposed upon the 
city in spite of the pop will, and by an 
organized system of ballt-stuffing, but the 
people rallied at the first opportunity there- 
after and elected a 1 a of new men 
who were trusted to reforfa the corrupt and 
extravagant practices of tht previous Adminis- 
tration, and to make nd other use of the 
new charter than to tome out the simplest 


and most economical form of City Govern- 
ment possible under its provisions. So far as 
the public has had an opportunity to judge, the 
city affairs have been faithfully administered 
during the past two years under the prevail- 
ing interpretation of the new charter, and 
no radical change should be entertained un- 
less some good and specific reason can be 
given for each departure from the present 
system. So far from doing this, Mr. Gn- 
BERT’s resolutions is general in character, 
and apparently seeks an entirely different 
mode of managing municipal aifairs with- 
out assigning sufficient cause. 

If the Judiciary Department should pro- 
ceed to do just what Mr. Grusgrt’s resolu- 
tion demands, it would report an ordinance 
practically constituting the City Council just 
such a Board as that of the County Commis- 
sioners, invested not only with legislative, 
but executive and quasi judicial powers. This 
is the very thing that it is desirable to avoid. 
The experience taxpayers have had with the 
County Board system has been suffleient to 
warn them against its application to city af- 
fairs. To confer upon the Common Council 
the executive detail exercised by the County 
Board will be to create the same temptation 
to the formation of a Ring that has existed in 
the County Government,—a temptation to 
which, experiences teaches, public officials 
are sooner or later inclined to yield. We 
should have a revival of the old Department 
or Board system under a more objectionable 
form than ever, for every Committee in the 
Council would practically become a Board, 
and eventually a Ring perhaps, ready to 
trade with other Committees) and play 
into the hands of each other. Thus there 
would be a Police Board, a Fire Board, a 
Health Board, a Streets and Alleys Board, 
a Gas Board, a Board of Public 
Works, etc., each consisting of the 
particular Committee having in charge 
the affairs of its department, every one 
of them dabbling in patronage and contracts, 
and all combining to merease expenses and 
„wap appropriations. We have had 
enough of this sort of Government in the 
past, and want no more of it. 

If there is any particular branch of the 
City Government that is not sufficiently cared 
for by reason of a lack of special attention, 
then it may be advisable to intrust it to some 
person appointed to the duty, and responsi- 
ble to the Mayor, the Council, and the public. 


Hall is likely to place more 

upon the Mayor, as the Chief of the Public 
Works, than he ought to carry, a Superin- 
tendent might be ted, whose position 
in respect to public works would correspond 
to that which Hickey holds in the Police 
Department, Benner in the Fire Department, 
and Dr. Dz Woxr in the Health Department. 
But we want no more Boards, either inside 
or outside tae Common Council. The per- 
sonal responsibility of the various heads of 
departments seems to be pretty definitely 
fixed under the present system, and it is de- 
sirable tha: it shall remain so. It will be 
dangerous to enlarge the powers of the 
Council beyond what they are now. The 
Council is the City Legislature. It deter- 
mines the general policy of the City Govern- 
ment, establishes the ordinances, votes the 
appropriations, has the right of investiga- 
tion, and exercises a general supervision ; 
but the executive agents should be, as they 
are now, merely responsible to the Council 
for the management of their departments, 
but not subject to Council dictation in pat- 
ronage and expenditures. A gentleman who 
recently occupied a responsible position in 
connection with the City Government has 
been heard to say that there are already ele- 
ments of a Ring in the City Council which 
require but an accegsion of a few more votes 
to be as powerful and self-reliant as the late 
Ring in the County Board; no temptation 
nor opportunity should be opened to such a 
combination, and the enlargement of the 
powers of the Council will be a dangerous 
step in the wrong direction. 


THE SITUATION IN BULGARIA. 

The situation in Bulgaria is once more 
enlivened by reports of battles in which the 
Turks claim successes, but, as these reperts 
come from Turkish sources, they are to be 
received with the customary margin of al- 
lowance. The operations go to show one 
important fact, and that is the evident de- 
termination of both Powers to concentrate 
all the resources of their armies and war 
material around a single point, as was the 
case in the Crimean war, and hang the issue 
of the contest upon its fall. That point is 
Plevna, and around the doomed fortress the 
Russians are continually narrowing their 
circles, occasionally taking some new posi- 
tion by direct assault, but mainly relying 
upon engineering and heavy artillery to ac- 
complish their objects. Meanwhile, the 
reports of battles near Tirnova on the south 
and Orchanie on the southwest arise from 
the desperate efforts of Menemer Al and 
Suxieman Pasha to break through the Russian 
lines and come to the relief of Osman Pasha 
in Plevna. The situation around Plevna 
as materi Illy changed since the Ist of No- 
vember. About that time, it will be 
remembered, Mazur ALI, who con- 
fronted the Czarowitch on the line of the 
Lom, was suddenly removed, his place being 
supplied by Suterman Pasha, and ordered to 
the command in Bosnia and -Herzegovina. 
When it became apparent, however, that the 
Russians were collecting a strong force along 
the line of the Balkans, with the intention 
of crossing and advancing upon Adrianople, 
Gen. Gourko meanwhile threatening Sofia, 
he was summoned in haste to assume com- 
mand of the forces in the vicinity of the 
latter position, which were then under com- 
mand of CHI Pasha. He left sufficient 


troops in Bosnia to prevent a rising, gathered 


up a strong force from the Servian frontier, 
and added to them the reserves at Sofia and 


}Adriandplé; thus Organizing an army of 


between 40,000 and 50,000 men. The sud- 
den appearance of this force near Orchanie 
necessitated a change in the Russian plan. 
Gen. Gourxo was in front of Menemert Arx, 
but his cavalry division was not, strong 
enough to cope with him single-handed. 
The force which had been concentrated 
to cross the Balkans and penetrate Rou- 
melia was suddenly ordered back to Selvi, 
south of Plevna, with the intention of op- 
erating against Mememet Au1’s flank, and it 
must have been either this force or Gen. 
Govurko’s that Menemet ALI claims to have 
repulsed at Kamarli, The fighting at Tirno- 
va, the reports from which are very vague, 
must have been between some portion of 
Suiermman Pasha’s command and a ꝙꝓortion of 
the Balkan army. It is evident from these 
concerted attacks, occurring on different 
sides of Plevna at the same time, that the 
Turks are meking a supreme effort to break 
through the cordon around Plevna and re- 
lieve Osman Pasha, aud that they are con- 
centrating every available resource for that 
purpose. This being the case, a col- 
lision between the Czarowitch and SuLeman 
Pasha can hardly be avoided much longer 
upon the east side. In fact, Sur#ziman 
Pasha already claims to have won a great vic- 
‘tory at Elena, near Tirnova. On the other 
side, the Russians are evidently calculating 
upon the Servians to make a diversion by at- 
tacking Menemet Aur in the rear; but, be- 
fore they can do this, they must overcome 
very serious resistance at Nish and Ap- 
palanka on the one hand and at Widdin on 
the other, and as yet they have not moved 
at all. If Sureman Pasha can capture Tir- 
nova and Menremet Avi succeeds in breaking 
through Gourgo’s lines, the entire Turkish 
and Russian armies, with the exception of 
those confronting each other in the Dobrud- 
scha, must speedily be hurled against each 
other, and the most desperate fighting of the 
war may be expected. 


DRESS AND COEDUCATION. 

Among the things the people of the North- 
west had reason to be thankful for the day 
after Thanksgiving was a letter by Janz 
Grey SwissHELM on the subject of eoeduca- 
tion. It was printed in Tue Trrevuneg, and 
was pointed toward the University of Wis- 
consin, in which the experiment of coeduca- 
tion, having been tried, is said to have proven 
a failure. Mrs. Swiss maintains that 
the failure of the girls in that institution to 
compete successfully with the boys is due 
not to the physical reasons assigned by some 
medical men, but to other inequalities pro- 
duced by improper food and clothing and 
want of exercise. Tight lacing is, in the 
opinion of Mrs. Swissuetm, the principal 
cause of the feebleness of American women. 
No doubt she is not far wrong in this. It is 
true, as she says, that the mistaken ideas of 
beauty which prevail among our women in- 
duce them to contract their bodies just be- 
low the ribs, where the vital organs of di- 
gestion are situated, and where there 
is the greatest need of fair play. 
The female figure in a state of perfect health 
is larger just below the ribs than just below 
the bosom; but, in most instances, these 
proportions have been reversed by fashion- 
able girls. What Mrs. Swisseia has to say 
about other errors in female dressing may or 
may not be equally true. High heels, gar- 
ters, tight shoes, and a crying want of sus- 
penders may slowly have sapped the ener- 
gies of the sex. It is not desirable at this 
time either to establish the truth of her 
statements by staiistics or to asseverate the 
contrary.

It is, in fact, rather 
an insidious plea for the dual gar- 
menture” than an exact and well-bal- 
anced argument for the teaching of both 
sexes in the same institutions, by the same 


teachers, and under similar conditions in 


other respects. Admitting that the fashiona- 
ble girls of America are a prey to physical 
weakness, it follows that special provision 
should be made for their separate education 
until they can be induced to dress properly, 
and thereafter until they recover from the 
effects of previous bad customs in dress. 
Even Mrs. Swiss will admit that, in these 
days, no school authority can absoiutely regu- 
late matters of this delicate nature; and, un- 
til such a power exists, the girls, on her own 
showing, must continue to work at a disad- 
vantage with the boys. Mrs. SwissuxLu's 
proposition therefore reduces itself to this: 
That until the women of America can be 
taught to dress properly, they had best be 
taught everything else in separate institu- 
tions. . 

Here we come to the gist of the argument 
against coeducation, aside from the physical 
reasons which have been so largely dwelt 
upon by certain writers. The fact that the 
association of boys and girls in the class- 
rooms, at table, and on the promenade, puts 
into their head notions concerning love and 
matrimony with which they have no busi- 
ness, cannot be nsaid. Notions of this 
kind aggravate the evils of which Mrs. 
SwIssHELM complains. By stimulating the 
spirit of coqnetry in the girls, they give 
provocation and excuse for the silly excesses 
in dress which stunt physical growth and 
impair mental energy. If proper inquiries 
were made, we have no doubt it would be 
found true that the students of Vassar Col- 
lege in Poughkeepsie, or the Smith College 
at Northampton, dress more plainly than 
the girls in the Wisconsin University 
or any similar institution where coedu- 
The average of health m 
the former class of institutions would also 
doubtless be found higher than in the latter, 
and the proficiency in studies at least as 
good. Thereis, in fact, very little extrava- 
gance in dress at Vassar, and that which 
does exist is against the unwritten law of the 
little commonwealth. There being no in- 
ducement to jam the ribs together and tor- 
ture the feet for the admiration and delight 
of the other sex, the girls do not so jam and 
torture themselves,—or at least not in the 
same degree as in after life. Now at the 
Wisconsin University the inducements to do 
these things are very powerful, and they 
prevail in many instances. 

The argument of Mrs. Swissnetm and 
others, that coeducation is the best means of 
bringing the sexes together for matrimonial 
purposes, is precisely that which opponents 
of the scheme most earnestly,combat. It is, 
moreover, the one which appeals most pow- 
erfully to parents against coeducation. Boys 
and girls are sent to school for specific pur- 
poses, and one of these purposes, according 
to the practice of all civilized nations here- 
tofore, has not been love-making. If the 
students are old enough and discreet enough 
to take the Art of Love as a regular part of 
their college course, they might as well be 
married at once, and complete their con- 
nubial experience at the same institution. 
This would be the doctrine of coeducation 
fof matrimonial purposes carried to its logical 
conclusions. If it is important that girls 
should know what it is to have a lover during 
their school-life, how much more important 
it is that they should know what it is to have 
a husband and children? The experiment 
ought to be made under the direction of 


‘somebody as full of knowledge and zeal, and 


as thoroughly possessed of the confidence of 
the community, as Jane Grey SwissHELM. 


The Memphis Appeal advocates the vast 
levee scheme at national expense, and makes 
out a schedule of benefits that are to accrue 
from building the 1,270 miles of huge em- 
bankments. The reclaimed lands, it says, will 
produce 5,000,000 bales of cotton, which is 
more than all the cotton now produced in the 
United States. In what respect will that 
benefit the present cotton-growers in other 
parts of the South? If 5,000,000 extra 
bales of cotton were produced, the price 
would be knocked down to three or four 
cents a pound. Nine-tenths of all the pres- 
ent cotton-growers would be ruined. Why 
should the representatives of the other cot- 
ton States vote a bounty of a hundred mill- 
ions—in part out of the pockets of their con- 
stituents—for the purpose of enabling 
the owners of Mississippi overflowed lands to 
undersell their constituents in growing cot- 
ton? In what way would the Mississippi 
reclamation scheme benefit the cotton-plant- 
ers of North and South Carolina, of Georgia 
and Alabama, of Florida and Middle Ten- 
nessee, of Texas, Eastern Mississippi, and 
Western Arkansas? Is it to their interests 
to have such a surplus of cotton grown as to 
smash down the present low price more than 
half? Are they willing to be taxed for thirty 
years to pay interest on the bonds issued to 
cause that result, and then be tax4d to pay 
the principle of the bonds whose proceeds 
wrought ruin to their interests? Neither the 
Memphis Appeal nor the Louisville Journal 
has successfully shown that it would pro- 
mote the cotton interest of the South to re- 
duce the price of cotton to four cents a 
pound. But they must demonstrate it to the 
satisfaction of the cotton-planters before they 
can expect Southern representatives to vote’ 
the hundred-million mortgage on the public 
to build the 1,270 miles of levees.

This is a model rauche, 
and many weary travelers have 
found in the substantial accommodations 


of this ranche cause for hearty thanks. The 
way leads along the base of the Hilis proper, 
through a continuous valley from one-half to 
one mile in width, inclosed on its outer side by 
alow range of foot-hills. 

Proceeding down the valley from Spring- 
Valley ranche fourteen miles, the trail sudaen- 
ly wheele tothe left through a pass made by 
Rapid Creek through the foot-hilis. Emerging 
from this pass, one finds himself at the head of 
a valley,—stretching away in front many miles, 
about two miles wide, and as smooth as the 
rolled fields of some thorough farmer,—in the 
middle of which is 

RAPID ‘CITY. . 
Down through the centre, directly in your front, 
leads the principal street, 120 feet wide. On 
either side, for several blocks, sre quite sub- 
stantial buildings, principally of logs, but with 
several fine frame ones in course of erection. 
Everything bears the appearance of newness, 
and of the energy characteristic of Western 
men. New courage in the matter of improve- 
ments is felt by reason of the county-seat of 
Pennington County having, at the recent 
election, been permanentiy located here; but 
more because of the very rich mineral discov- 
eries being every day made in the Hills ad- 
nt. 

Straight into the Hills from this 
fifteen miles is Rockervilie,—so named from the 
fact of the miners being compelled, from 
warcity of water, to use rockers instead of 
Juice-boxes in the separation of the gold from 
he gravel,—here found not in mounds only, 
uteven tothe summit of the hilis proper. 
“hese dry diggings are of the richest char- 
cter, — trom 85 to 830 per cart-load; 
ud rs during the past season have earned 
ig wages by packing this rich gravel on their 
acks in sacks to their rockers m the valleys. 
sbese diggings are rich and extensive; they 
7ill last ior vears, and, when water is into- 
wroduced, will vield 

MILLIONS OF DOLLARS’ WORTH 

wf the yellow dust. Thess diggings are not 
gere plavers which can be sluiced out in a short 
me. but cover the entire hills of this vicinity. 
Vater can be brought in irom Rapid Creek at 
an estimated expense of $20,000,—taking the 
water from tue creek about twenty miles above 
this point. This will undoubtedly be done the 
coming season. . 

But it is not the placer or hill diggings that 
are to constitute the permanent wealth, 

the Deadwood neighborhood, 
quartz which will yield the 
The character of the gold-bearing 
rock is exactly similar to that of the rich mines 
avout Deadwood, being about equally divided 
between the cement-deposit= and the leads 
proper. The cement is of a reddisu- iron color, 
and lies in horizontal strata; while the leads 
are more or less perpendicular in shape. One 
cannot, of course, speak of the mines of this 
vicinity with the same confidence that he can of 
those proven by mills in operation; but, from 
repeated and numerous assays, and prospecting 
by means of the mortar, pestle, and pan, there 
are N 
VAST AMOUNTS OF GOOD-PAYING ROCK HERE. 
By good-paying rock, I mean that which yields 
from $12 to $20 per ton. One teu-stamp mill is 
being erected at Hayward, twenty miles beyond 
Rockervilie; and I prophesy that by the middle 
ot next summer there will be hundreds at work 
here. Hayward is a thriving camp. and is the 
county-seat of Custer County, which is the 
southern county of the Hills. 

A peculiar feature of ail the ledges so far dis- 
covered in the entire Hills is, that they lie in a 
northwest and southeast direction; also, that 
the mineral belt extends in the same direction. 
So wefind Reckerville and Hayward lving south- 
east of Deadwood,—about forty miles of rugged, 
broken, picturesque hilis intervening. The act- 
ual mineral beit thus may be seen to be up- 
wards of fifty miles in length. 

INDIANS. 

Perhaps there is just now more of danger 
from this source, in a ride through the country, 
that is pieasart totimid people. A few days 
agoa party out hunting road agents“ came 
across a war-partv of about fittv. A few days 
later, a camp of$twenty-six lodges was found on 
the Belle Fourche. Tae first seemed bunting 
scalps; the lattef seemed at home. No move- 
ment has yet been made against either. Day 
before yesterday, in the vicinity of Bear Butte, 
a raucher's stock was stolen by a small party, 
who rode boldly up in broad daylight, cut the 
picket-ropes, and scampered off. A pursuit 
was at once instituted,.and, after an exchange 
of shots, the stock was recovered. 
The savages then penetrated the Hills to the 
coal-mines, captured the camp, and carried off 
everything valuable io—nobody seems to know 
where. Later still, hunters bad a sharp fight 
With a numerous band, between this place and 
Bear Butte, resulting in a loss of one on each 
side while to-day comes the report that Spring 
Valley was visited yesterday, and about the 
same time a stage on the Bismarck line was 
taken in by them. And yet army-officers tell 
us that there is not an Indian—a genuine wild 
Indian—in the country. Of course, these 
are out on thieving expeditions, 
and probably had rather get one’s stock and 
grub than bis scalp; vet let no one be deluded 
into the belief that the latter is not acceptable 
» them also. But those traveling the plains 
may be consoled by the reflection that the 
storms which will soon stalk over the unbroken 
€xvanse of plain will effectually drive them to 
cover. 

ELECTION. 

The election of the 6th iust. passed off, so far 
as actual violence was concerned, very quietly; 
but the war bas now commenced in court. The 

ut incumbents, being appointees of Gov. 
unington, were generally candidates for 
re-election, and were, with the excep- 
tion of Sheriff Moulton and County-Clerk J. R. 
Hanlon, of Pennington County, beaten. And 
these officers—especiaily Sheriff D. N. Ely, ol 
Custer, and Seth Bullock, of Lawrence—are 
model officers; both men of great experience in 
criminal fmatters, cool and courageous. NO 
better offjcers could have been selected; and 
yet the prejudices of people are so strong against 
ever in apy way related to the Yankton 
authorities that these faithful officers were 
shelved. But they are not inciined to yield 
without a struggle, and, under the advice of 
their counsel, refuse to deliver up their of- 
fices,—claiming that, under the peculiar 
provisions of our Code, no election can be held 
until 1878. Tue officers elect propose to organ- 
ize and proceed with the business. The pros- 
Dects are, that we will soon be blessed (‘) with 
two sets of officers, where arrests aud counter- 
arrests for usurping' are darkly hinted.

MINERS’ CHARACTERISTICS. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribwnea. 

CunTraL Crry, Black Hills, Nov. 26.—In 
former letters I have spoken of the peculiar 
character of the miners and prospectors of this 
region; of their steady friendship toward those 
they like; of their swiftness to resent an insult 
or injury; and of their peculiar views of their own 
rights. Take them all u all, know them well, 
and the idea pussesses one that somehow the 
rugged wildness, the broad generosity, the 
startling peculiarities of our strange Far-West- 
ern land have grow into them and become a 
part of their natures. In the assertion and 
maintenance of what they believe to be their 
rights, while one’s judgment condemns, yet he 
admires their reckless courage, their invincible 
fortitude, and dare-devil disregara of conse- 
quences. These characteristics of this class 
were conspicuously shown during the recent 

LOCKOUT AT THE KEATS MINE, 
situated in Hidden-Treasure Gulch, at this 
piace. This very valuable mine is the property 
of Alvin Whitney, of San Francisco, and M. E. 
Post, of Cheyenne, by whom a contract for the 
removal of ore was let to one Conley, who em- 
ployed in the work about seventy men. To 
these men, on the 8th inst., he was owing for 
their labor about $3,000. The men refused to 
work further until their wages in arrear were 
paid, and waited upon Mr. Whitney, the Super- 
intendent. They were informed by him t 
the contractor was already overpaid, and that 
ther must took to him alone for their pay. 
These men, coming from mining countries 
where lieu laws exist, giving laborers a lien upon 
the property, similar to the Mechanics’ 
Lien law of Illinois, at once took 
steps to assert their lien, but were informed 
that the codes of this Territory contained no 
such provision. Whereupon they at_ once re- 
— to take the law into their own hauds,— 
0 
SEIZE THE Mixx, 

and hold it until they were paid. Accordingly, 
about one-half the number seized their mad 
and entered the tunnel, blockading the same 
behind them in such a manner as to secure) 
prevent ingress. The only meansof communi- 
cation with them from thence until their final 
surrender was through two shafts extending 
from the surface down to the tunnel. Through 
these was kept up communication with the sur- 
face; but they were eternally guarded by the 
men in the mine; so that to seize them was im- 


possible. The day following their tak- 
ing possession, warrants were issued for 
their arrest, and placed in the 
hands of Seth Bullock, Sheriff, who 


at once repaired to the ground, and, calling the 
men below, demanded their surrender. The 
Captain was called, who informed the officers 
that they would not surrender eitber themselves 


or the property until they were paid. Sheriff 


B. then began to descend, when the Captain was 
heard to call additional guards, wbo were or- 
dered to shoot the first man to descend; and 
suddenly 

A MALF-DOZEN RIFLES 
looked ominously up the sbaft. They were 
loaded aud cocked, and the triggers were press- 
ed by the fingers of men whom we all ew 
would obey the order of their superior. The 
moment was one of intense interest. Above, 
were the batiled but determined law-oflicers; 
below, were silence, darkness; and, pointing up 
out of the gloomy cavern, were those murder- 
ous guns,—bebind them, the faces of desperate 
men. The light, striking them as they were 
upturned along the gun-barrels, gave them a 
pallid, haggard look. : 

it was piain they could not be taken by a di- 
rect attack without great loss; whereupon the 
Sheriff decided to besiege them and starve them 
out. Accordingly. guaris were posted on the 
ground to prevent s@plies being furnished the 
men, and to arrest any who might come above. 
Thus the day passed, and news of the desperate 
strait their comrades were in was carried by 
swift riders to the various camps adjacent, and 
by evening a crowd of 80 had assembled at the 
mouth of the Hidden-Treasure Guich A 
chairman was elected, incendiarv speeches made, 
and a committee appointed to provision the 
mine. Soon a heavily-loaded wagon slowly 
crawled up the luli toward the mine, followed 
by a silent, determmed crowd. The guard at 
the mine numbered but a nalf-dozen, the res- 
cuers as many hundred. The crowd 
about the shait; slowly 

THE GUARD WERS PUSHED BACK; 
and the load of flour, bacon, coffee, etc., dropped 
into the tunnel. The outlook was a threaten- 
ing one. The sympathy of the people seemed 
to be with the miners, and loud threats were 
openly made against both the mine-owners and 
the officers. Accordingly, Sheriff B. ordered 
Capt. Foster to bring up his company of militia. 
Capt. F.—every inch the veteran soldier, and 
aring the scars of a half-score wounds re- 
saved during the late War—straightened up, 
touched his cap in salute, and replied, “Sir, 1 
am ready; but my men—my men, sir—are 
Tnivers, and some of them are in the- tunnel. 

But he took his place at the shaft, 8 

Thus affairs stood at the end of the first 
week. The outlook was desperate. The fami- 
lies of the men were being supported by their 
friends above, while the men themselves were 
growing pallid and feeble trom continement in 
the damp mine. Shots were repeatedly tired at 
the officers from the mine, and one night an 
adjacent hill was fora moment lighted up by 
the flash of the rifles of those endeavoring to 
supply the mine. 

SOLDIERS WERE SENT FOR, 
and on the 2lst iust. Lieut. Edgely, with Com- 
pany H, Seventh Cavairy, trotted through our 
streets in column of twos. The blue line curled 
around the hills, entered Hidden- Treasure 
Gulch. and at the mine made a halt. A dense 
throng, filling tne guich, followed, gradually 
closing about the military. But Lieut. Edgely 
was awake to the needs of the occasion, No 
unnecessary talk was indulged in. Seret. 
Burger, keep back the crowd!“ No. 4“ 
took the horses, and the guard streteh- 
ed out on either hand across the 
gulch. Load!“ and the breech-blocks snap- 
ped to place behind genuiue cartridges, and the 
carbine-im uzzies dropped into the laces of the 
crowd, and they were slowly driven back out of 
the gulch. Simultaneously, on the neighbor- 
ing hill-tops, appeared men in biue coats. 
Lieut. E., to use a military phrase, had 
SEIZED THE STRATEGIC POINTS. 

It was thought that the men in the mine, by 
this time reauced to eight in number, would at 
once surrender; but, in response to the Sheriff“ 
renewed demand upon them, they refused, and 
avowed their readiness to pay “the debt of 
nature,“ if need be, in defense of their pos- 
session. Father Riley  entreated them 
to come out, as extreme measures 
were about to be resorted to against thei. 
Wrapped to a nugget of ore, the reply was 
thrown out, We will hold the mine as long as 
we can; or money.” But the tread of the cay- 
airy horses as they filed past over their gloomy 
home. the entreaties of Father Riley, and, more 
perhaps than else, the absence of fauliliar and 
friendly faces against the little patch of blue 
over the one shaft now open, gradually un- 
nerved them. No communication was had 
with them, aud the only human voices heard by 
them, save their own ghostly ones, were those 
of the sentinels and changing guard, which fell 
faintly down the shaft to their pars. 

Thus three davs more e away, when 
eight haggard and careworit fen crawled to the 
surface and ‘* threw up their hands.“ and 

THE LOCKOUT WAS OVER. 

Sheriff Bullock's conduct throughout was 
that of a brave and discreet officer. Lieut. 
Edgely and his men are also entitled to very 
great credit for their discreet and soldierly con- 
duct at a very critical time. Lynn.

THE DEPOSITORS ASKED FOR TIME. 

The depositors of the German National Bank 
will receive the following notice this morning 
from the Directors of the bank: 

Curcaco, Dec. 5, 1877.-—-The Directors of the 


German National Bank respectfully submit to the 
depositors of the institution that, in the ordinary 


course of business. the bank had in deposits July © 


1. 1877. $1,157,000. Since that time our custom - 
ers, from one cause or another, have redüced the 
amount to $183,000, which is the total lability to 
depositors at the presenttime. We consider this 
good work, but cannot, without forbearance, 
continue it. The has abundant 
assets to pay every dollar to depositors and have a 
handsome surplus, but the mansgers require a 
little time to convert the effects into money. We 
therefore request all depositors to forbear their 
drafte untii we shall be able to meet them, which 
will be in a very short time. This course wil! en- 
able us to pay in the most rapid manner, and a‘ oid 
the unnecessarv expense and delay of a Keceiver. 
We utter this assurance in good faith, and know 
that it can and will be kept.

Bank-Examiner Watson is in charge of the 
bank, and the vault this morning will be opened 
by him. The bank will not clear through the 
Clearing-House to-day. Its remittances will be 
sent to the Commercial National. Its drafts on 
New York will be taken care of by the Metro- 
politan National of that citv. In suticipation of 
this trouble the bank has for some time past 
discontinued as far as possible collecting for 


outside parties. 
A MEETING OF STOCKHOLDERS 

will de beld this afternoon to take steps to place 
the bank in voluntary liquidation. What course 
the Comptroller of the Curreney will pursue is 
not known. He hag been notified by telegraph 
Tne Comptrol- 
ler is known to be opposed to voluntary liqui- 
dations as a rule, but it is thought that the ex- 
ceptiohal circumstances uuder which the bank 
has been brought to this position, aud the un- 
usual payments it has already made to its de- 
positors, may warrant an exception to the rule; 
otherwise a Receiver will he appointed immedi- 
ately. 

Tie drain upon the German National since 
last summer has deen Unusually severe. Its 
deposits, as stated above, were $1,157,000 in 
July, and they have now been reduced to 
$174,401. To have discharged in cash 85 per 
cent of its liabilities to its depositors in five 
months is an astonishing achievement. The 
failure has been the 

RESULT OF CAUSES LONG IN OPERATION, 
and largely exterior tothe bank proper. The 
financial excitements of the last few weeks, 
aided by sensational and sometimes malicious 
rumors, have 2 — caused the withdrawal 
of this large proportion of deposits. The 
troubles and entangling: alliances of the bank 
date back many years. The Vice-President, Mr. 
Albert M. Day, joined its management too lute 
to stem the tide, and, notwithstandiMg his able 
and ceaseless efforts, the reorganization that 
would have enabled the bank to continue in 
business has not been effected. 

THE ASSETS OF THE BANK 

are, on their face, $760,000. Its statement 
shows $85,000 worth of real estate in the name 
of the bank. It holds paper secured by real 
estate to the amount of about $250,000.. The 
bills receivable of the bank, it need hardly be 
said, now consist mainly of slow paper. In the 
effort to pull through, $350,000 to $400,000 of 
the bills receivable have been rediscounted in 
New Tork and with other Chicago banks. Mr. 
Day went on for that purpose two weeks ago. 
The depositors of the bank have, beside the 
security of these asseta, which are believed to 
be much more than ample, the double liability 
of the stockholders. e capital stock is now 
$500,000 and the surplus $125,000. The Direc- 
tors calculate that after the depositors ‘have 
been paid in ‘full, stockbolders will get 60 to 80 
per cent. The circulation is now 870,000, all 
of which is protected by the deposit of bonds 
in Washington. : 
HISTORICAL. 

The German National was organized in Janu- 
ary, 1871, by Henry Greenebaum. David 8. 
Greepebaum, Michael Greenebaum, Isaac 
Greenebaum. Leopold, Kuh, & Co., John Her- 


ting. Leopold & Austrian, John A. Huck, Beck 


& Wirth, Seipp & Letiman, and other leading 
German houses of Chicago. The original capi- 
tal was $250,000. In September, 1871. 
it was increased to $500,000, where it now 
stands. u the panic of 1873 the German Nation- 
al was one of the banks that did not suspend. 
Mr. Henry Greesgebaum, who has been honor- 
ably engaged in banking in this city since 1854, 
when he established the firm of Henry Greene- 
baum & Co., has never refused the payment of 
a dollar of his deposits. He nas been through 
more than one trial. but has always stood the 
test. The stock of the bank was valued in 1876 
at 118 by experts. The heavy draiu the bank 
has been under cap be judged from the fact that 
the deposits vesterday were drawn down $107,- 
000. In January; 1873, the deposits of the Ger- 
man National were $2,000,000; to-day they 
stand at $174,401.

the Directors and several of the leading stock- 
holders of the German National, realizing the 
full force of the emergency, held a caucus, and 
advanced to the institution about $100,000.

NOTHING STARTLING. 

The Receivers at the defunct banks, National 
as well as savings, are still plodding along the 
inglorious path of routine work, every day ad- 
ding something, more or less tangible, to the 
condition of the institutions over which they 
have charge. Receiver Jackson, of the Third 
National, is progressing with his complete ſu- 
ventory of the bank’s assets, preparatory to 
making his first report to the Comptroller, 
while the collections are coming in and being 
forwarded to Washington with commendable 
promptness. Receiver Glover, of the Central 
National, is doing the same thing, and finds much 
cause for encouragement. He has enough 
funds now on hand to paya handsome little 
dividend, but the law requires a notice of ninetv 
days in such cases, which puts off the welcome 
dividend that much fn the future. Mr. Burley's 
recent examination into the bank’s condition 
led that gentleman to confidently believe the 
institution would in the end pay depositors in 
full. While Mr. Glover has no doubt the de- 
positors will come out very nicely, he is not as 
yet prepared to give exact estimates, nor will he 
be untilthe work of gathering together and put- 
ting in shape whatever there is of value is com- 
pleted. He expects to have his inventory ready 
by Saturday, the results of which will be made 
known soon thereafter, and will no doubt be of 
considerable interest to the depositors. 

The usual dullness prevails at the savings 
banks. The argument before Judge Williams 
on the question of selling the State Savings 
jnstitution’s building and lot will be heard to- 
day, and, iH a favorable decision is obtained, the 
depositors’ hopes of an early dividend will be 
measuraoly increased. Judge Otis received 
yesterday trom Vermont a pass-book which was 
taken out on the Sth of June, 1857, and which 
is uumbered 20. The.original deposit was for 
$5, and was indde in the name of avery young 
child. In the twenty years which have 
passed, owing to the giorious princi- 
ple of compound interest which Syd- 
ney Myers so sedulousiy placed before 
the eyes of his depositors, the original deposit 
has grown to $15.12, for) which, or such part 
thereof as the institution will pay, the young 
Vermonter now puts in a claim.

CRUELTY TO CHILDREN. 


The Wade Case. 

In Tae Trisune of Oct. 18 last an account 
was given of the arrest of a Mrs. Ettie Wade, 
living at No. 171 Randolph street, by Officer O. 
L. Dudley, of the Humane Society, on the 
charge of inhuman treatment of a child, Harry 
Wade, 6 years old, and a bright and intelligent 
boy. D. James Leary, the ex-attorney who was 
prosecuted by the Bar Asspciation for irregular 
practice, claimed to have rescued the lad from 
his alleged inhuman mother while she was 
absent, and took hun to his house, but, fearing 
prosecution for kidnapping, deiivered the child 
over to Officer Dudley, who took the boy to his 
own home, No. 636 West Fourteenth street, 
where a TRIBUNE reporter saw him at the time. 

After hearing the case, Justice Morrison held 
the woman for trial at the Criminal Court, and 
fixed the bail at $500. That was Oct. 22.4Shortly 
atterward the matter was compromised, so that 
the case has not come up for trial. Wade and 
his alleged wife gave Officer Dudley a written 
guaranty,—duly signed by themselves and twu 
others,—to the effect that they would treat the 
child hnmanely in future, and the charge 
against the woman Was not pressed. 

No. 171 Randolph street is known as the 
Gardner Building, and is ‘occupied for the most 
part by respectable tenants, several families 
being on the upper floorp, and some business 
offices on the lower floors. Leary has an office 
in the building, and Wade and his wife dwell on 
the second floor.

ACCIDENTALLY SHOT.. 


Death of Officer Reynolds. 

One of the saddest accidents that have occur- 
red in this city for many years happened at about 
6:50 o’clock. yesterday morning in the West 
Madison-Street Station. A patrolman was shot 
down by the accidental disbarge of tLe revolver 
of a companion, and within four short hours 
was lying dead in the midst of his family. At 
the hour named Officers Thomas Brennock and 
Gilbert E. Reynolds were in a room in the rear 
of the station cleaning up 4 
to going out on beat at 7 o’clock. The night 
before had been muddy, and yesterdny morning 
they awoke to find every thing frozen. The 
former was brushing his clothing, and the latter 
his boots, when Brennock’s revolver accidentally 
fell from his overcoat pocket, and, as it struck 
the floor, was discharged. Officer Reynolds fell 
backwards to the floor, having received the bul- 
let at the base of the leit lung. City Physician 
Dunne was Summoued at once. He and several 
others who were called in subsequently traced 
the course of the ball from a point about three 
inches below the heart to within a few inches of 
the left shoulder blade, it haying passed en- 
tirelv through the lung in a diagonal direction. 
The wound was pronounced fatal. 

The wounded man lived until about 10:30 
and remained conscious up to the last moment. 
Nepeatedly and emphatically; be exonerated 
Officer Breanock from all blame in the matter. 

Deputy-Coroner Korn held an inquest on the 
body in the afternoon, and three persons were 
seworn and testified. Officer Thomas Bren- 
nock testified that deceased and himself 
were in the small room in the sta 
tion where the trolmen black their 
boots and brush their clothes. Officer Rey- 
nolds was polishing his boots, and witness was 
brushing his pantaloons, placing his foot on the 
bench beside Reynolds as he did so, when the 
revolver fell from the side pocket of his coat, 
and striking tue floor was discharged. Reynolds 
teil backward and made an exclamation of pain, 
and said he was shot. Lieut. Tom Simmons 
testified that he heard the shot while in his 
room, and beard Reynolds state that no one 
was to blame—that it aged 3 Dr. 

»y gave evidence as to the wound. 
Ene jury returned a verdict to the effect that 
deceased dame to his death from a pistol-shot 
wound produced by the accideatal discharge of 
the revolver of Officer Erennock, which fell out 
of his pocket, and exonerated the latter from 
me. 
1 meer Reynolds lived at No. 204 West Van 
Buren street, where he leaves à grief stricken 
wife anda daughter of 12 years. He entered 
the police) force Oct. 15. 1878. and served with 


honor and credit until his death. He was 
a man of cool judgment and unfinch- 
ing courage, and was noted for his 
discretion in dong his duty. He 


had been at Madison-Street Station since June 
last, having been transferred from Twelfth- 
Stree* Station. +

similar ones that have happened within the 
Police Department during the past few years. 
Though none save this recent one has resulted

A very good plan would be 
for the city to select what is cousidered the best 
make of revolvers, buy 500 of them, and dis- 
tribute them in the Department, making each 
man responsible for the condition as well as the 
return of bis arm.

FINANCIAL. 


Nothing new of interest occurred to vary the 
monotony of local finances. The banks are pur- 
suing a conservative policy, keeping on hand in 
cash an unusual percentage of their liabilities, and 
extending discounts cautiously. The demand for 
bank accommodation is not pressing. The old 
story of slow collections and restricted sales 1s 
till repeated by the customers of our financial in- 
stitutions, ana makes it necessary for them to ask 
for favors that would not be needed in beiter 
times.

TRADE BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES AND 
CANADA. 
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The World of New York publishes the statistics 
in detail of the trade between the United States and 
Canada for the past twenty-five years. In the year 
ending June 30, 1866, in which the reciprocity treaty 
terminated, the imports into this country from 
Canada amounted to $54,704,959. Since that time 
the annual average imports have been but about

He says this difference has not hitherto been no- 
ticed on account of the ‘* lumping” Atlantic ship- 
ments, but that parties in the trade are beginning 
to see it, and British owners are holding back 
their wheat. He says that norma) speculation in 
the import wheat trade ies numbed by the stun- 
ning blows given weekly by the giant shippers of 
America.” 

it is well known in the West that this giant 
movement across the Atlantic has been accom- 
plished only because the farmers of the Westrrn 
States strained every nerve to get their wheat to 
market. They commenced to shipit as soon as 
they could get it thrashed, and sent all that could 
be taken away from them eversince. If the move- 
ment has been smaller recently, it is only because 
we have had seven weeks of wretched weather, 
which made most of the country roads little better 
than mortar-beds. Yet, in spite of al) this, we 
have the annual yelp from the seaboard to the 
effect that the farmers are willfully keeping their 
wheat back; and one writer, who evidently knows 
all about it, tells us that 

This result is largely que to the hopes held ont to 
farmers that they would obtain higher prices—an idea 
which was —— combated in this column. Now 
that the opportunity for cheap water transportation 
has been lost. unless there is a large advance in the 
price in Kurope,--of which there seems to be little 
prospect,—the farmer mugt either hold his grain til! 
spring, or accept a price as@much les than that which 
he could have obtained, as the cost ef transportation fs 
greater by rail than by water. Let our Western 
Friends, who are crying for cheap money, take the 
lesson to heart. Had they promptly marketed their 
grain, they probably would have considere’ thar the 
money received for it suould have been made equal in 
value to gold. 

It is a thousand pities that the wiseacres of New 
York cannot have the running of things out West 
fora while! But they ought to bea littie more 
willing to believe that in the absence of such direc- 
tion the West is doing the best it knows how; and 
should remember that angels can do no more. 

WHEAT IN KANSAS. 

Mr. Gray, Secretary of the Kansas State Board 
of Agriculture, reports that the winter wheat 
product of the State is 9,714,171 bu, against 11, - 
738.409 in 1876, a decrease of 2,024,257, while 
the average yield is 11.3 bu, against 15.47 ba in 
1876. The estimated acreage of winter wheat 
sown in the fall of 1877 is 1,243,515 acres. The 
condition of this extraordinary breadth is 24 per 
cent above a fair average. On the lst of May, 
1877, 1. 547.447 bu of wheat, the product of 1876, 
was still on hand. This was largely held by farm- 
ers as security against any possible disaster to the 
crop of 1877 until the latter was assured. Farm- 
ers are, therefore, in condition to hold or sell, as 
they may deem best. There isa general complaint 
of sickness among hogs, but the tables show that 
the real loss ie small and that the complaints are 
confined to localities.

INHUMAN TREATMENT.’

Sr, Lovis, Dec. 5.—A horrible case of cruelty 
was brought to light to-day, the perpetrator be- 
Mrs. Kate Hennessy and the victim Anna 
Boyle, an orphan girl 9 years of age. Mrs. 
Hennessy is the housekeeper for Father Kelly, 
‘the priest in charge of the Catholic church in 
the suburban Town of Cheltanham, and the 
gir! has been in her possession about a year, 
she having obtained her for the purpose 
of educating ber and teaching ber some 
useful occupation. For some time the neigh- 
bors living next door to the priest's residence 
have complained at the evident harsh and ir- 
buman treatment of the little girl, who was 
from day to day forced to perform the hard and 
rough work of a stout menial, clothed in ragged 
apparel, and frequently whipped with great 
severity. No formal complaint was made, how- 
ever, and the true state of the case was 
pot made known until todcy, when 
the girl ran away, appealed to a police officer 
for protection, and told her story. Ske was 
taken to the Four Courts, and there develop- 
ments were made that put Mrs. Hennessy in 
the light of a fiend, utterly devoid of the qual- 
ity of mercy. The little waif’s clothing was 
scarcely more than filthy rags, which stuck 


closely to the numerous sores on her 
body. She was striped from head to 
foot with lashes, evidently made 


dy a keen cowhide, cutting deep into the flesh. 
Some of these were old and some new, showing 
that she had been habitually whipped for along 
time. No part of the body had, been exempt 
from these crue! cuts, and her back and limbs 
are in such a condition that it will take months 
for them to heal. The condition ot 


the wrists showed that the victim had 
Seen freauentiy tied with ropes. or 
cords. To make the case still more horrible, 


‘the body of the girl was literally covered with 
yermin. She told a fearful story of her wrongs, 
relating how Mrs. Hennessy had whipped her 
from day to day from no cause whatever, given 
ber work to do beyond her strength, refusing 
der sufficient food, and giving her no clothing. 
She said that Mrs. Hennessy had often tied her 
wrists, and, after beating her severely, ailowed 
her to remain in this condition until she would 
be almost dead from exhaustion. Upon hear- 
ing her story the arrest of Mrs. Hennessy was 
immediately ordered, and that feminine mon- 
strosity was accordingiy brought to jail and 
placed in a cell. The little girl is greatly 
emaciated, and can scareeiy walk. She has been 
placed in a comfortable home, under medical 
attendance. The police say it is the worst case 
of cruelty toa child they have ever met with in 
St. Louis. 


ACCUSES HIS BROTHER-IN-LAW.

Iw Jatt, Lovisvirie, Kan., Nov. 30, 1877.—In 
ustice to myself I give the following: Last night 
gave information to the best of mv knowledge as 
to where I believed the old gentleman was that was 
murdered near Wamego. The way I ascertained 
the information as to where the body was lying 
is as follows: On the Ist of November 
I poarded the train at Bavaria with the intention of 
going to Fort Scott to 7 some money from 
my brother-in-law, K. S. White. He told me he 
was going to Manhattan to get into the Agricul- 
School. In our conversation he proposed to 
procure a Span of horses, and I was to sell them 
and divide the money between us. The way we 
were to do it was that Allen was tp get off at 
Manhattan, and I was to get of at Rossvilie and 
walk beck till I met him, and if he get a team 1 
was to dispose of them. I walked from Rossville, 
and did not meet him till I got about two miles 
west of St. Mary's. I met him with a team. His 
first words to me were, Well, True. I have got 
them, but pot in the way lintended to. I had to 
do some dirty work. He told me about killing the 
old man, but he did not know his name. He told 
me where he had placed him, saying he was safe 
from observation; also telling me landmarks so 
that Iwould know where he was, and I noticed 
cularly as I passed the place he described. 
e did not tell me how far from the 
road be was lying, neither did he say how 
he had killed him, but he had a revoiver and I 
thought he must have shot him. There was a 
satchel containing clothing in the wagon. The 
clothing I was to take with me, and was to keep in 
my possession until I had disposed of the team, 
and then we were to meet on the train. The 
clothing was to be given to Allen. Allen went 
back te St. Mary's and took the evening train 
going West. i met Allen on the train.

ALEX. HAMILTON ON THE SILVER DOLLAR, 


To the Editor af The Tribune. 

CuicaGo, Dec. 5.—Herewith I send you a 
number of extracts from the report of Alex- 
ander Hamilton, the first Secretary of the 
Treasury, tothe House of Representatives, in 
January, 1791, on the establishment of a Mint. 
The full report may be found in the third vol- 
ume of Hamilton’s Works,“ by his son, John 
C. Hamilton. In view of the present silver dis- 
cussion, I think the extracts (and even much of 
the report Which I haye not extracted) will be of 
public interest. J. G. H. 


The pound, thongh of various value, is the 
unit in the money of account of all the States. 
But it is not easy to pronounce whatis to be 
considered as the unit in the coins. There being 
no formal regulation on the point (the resolu- 


tions of Congress of the 6th of July, 
1785, and sth of August, 17386, 
having never yet deen carried into 


operation), it can only be inferred from usage or 
practice. The manner of adjusting foreign ex- 
changes would seem to indicate the dollar as 
best entitled to that character. In these, the 
old piaster of Spain, or old Seville piece of 
eight reals, of the value of four shillings and 
six pence sterling, is evidently contemplated. 
This com contained 386 grains and 15 mites of 
fine silver, but has been long out of circulation. 
The dollars now in common currency are of re- 
cent date, and much inferior to that, both in 
weight and fineness. The average weight of 
them has been found to be 17 dwt. 8 grains. 
. The experiment which appears to have the 
best pretensions to exactness wouid make the 
new dollar to contain 370.933 grains of e sil- 
ver. . Upon the whole, it seems 
most advisable not to attach the unit exclusive- 
iy to either of the metals (gold and silver), be- 
cause this cannot be done effectually without 
destroying the office and character of one of 
them as money, and reducing it to the situation 
of a mere merchandise, which, accordingly, at 
different times, has been proposed. . but 
which wouid probably de a greater evil than oc- 
casional variations in the unit irom the fluctua- 
tions in the relative value of the metals 
To annul the use of either of the metals, as 
money, is to abridge the quantity of circulating 
medium, and is liable 


pure gold, and with 3714; grains of ‘pure silver 
each answering to a dollar in the akney of ac 
count. The former is exactly agreeable to the 
present value of gold, and the latter is within a 
small fraction of the mean ‘of the last two emis- 
sions of dollars. The alloy in each case to be 
1-12 of the total weight, which will make the 
unit 27 grains of standard gold and 405 grains 
standard silver. Each of these will answer to a 
Gollar in the money of account. It is conceived 
that nothing better can be done in relation to 
this than to pursue the track marked out by the 
resolution of the 8th of August, 1786. On this 
plan, the unit in the money of account will con- 
tinue to be, as established by that resolution, a 
dollar, and its multiples, dimes, cents, and mills,

Record of New Suits, Judgments, Divorces,

Le is an in- 
telligent young man, and, so far as known, has 
never been arrested before, but Tyrrel! savs he 
has been shoving queer for more than a 
year. Where he got the negatives is unknown, 
nor has Tyrrell thus far ascertained whether he 
worked unaided, or belonged to a gang. 


THE SINGER BUILDING. 
THE INSURANCE MEN 

met with Mr. McKenzie, of the Singer Manu- 
facturing Company, to see what arrangement 
could be arrived at regarding the adjustment 
of the loss on the Field & Leiter Building. 
Similar mectings have been heid for the past 
two weeks, but nothing definite had grown out 
of them. It was hoped by the Singer peo- 
ple, however, that the meeting yester- 
day morning would produce some tan- 
gible results. Propositions looking to an 
arbitration of the question had been put 
forward, and, on general principles, had 
met with considerable favor, and it was hoped 
that the details might be satisfactorily arrang- 
ed. But such was not the case. What Mr. Me- 
Kenaie wanted was that he should be allowed 
te name one arbitrator, the insurance people 
another, and that these two should choose a 
third. In case they could not agree upon the 
third man, Mr. McKenzie wanted the selection 
leit to a Judge of one of thecourts or the Mayor. 
The insurance men would not have it so. and 
| claimed the right to choose their own referees. 

Mr. McKenzie saw in all this what to him 
seemed adesire to get the matter into the 
hands oi people friendly to the insurance com- 
‘panies, who would allow the settlement to drag 
along indefinitely. With his shrewd Scotch 
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afternoon, be stated that he should proceed | 
immediately to 322 of loss with the forty- 
two companies w were on the risk. After 
that had been done, the companies had thirty 
days in which to elect whether they would pay 
the loss or rebuild. In view of the fact that he 
had spent two weeks in fruitless endeavors to 
amicabl ust the matter, be wishes now that 
he had filed his proofs of loss in the first place, 
and not wasted two weeks’ precious time. As 
he puts the matter, he is not in so much of a hur 
ry about getting the money,but he does want the 
matter equitably settled, and, what is more im- 
portant to him, he desires to get possession of 
the building, and proceed to rebuild. In view 
of the delay occasioned by the falling 222 
of the arbitration scheme, and the time it will 
take to file proofs of loss, and await the com- 
panies’ determination whether they will pay or 
rebuild, it is not probable that much will be done 
on the building this-winter except to cover it 
over and wait until spring to restore it to its 
former grandeur. 

The Insurance Committee, to whom was as- 
signed the.task of finding the cause of the fire, 
have been taking further evidence during the 
last two days. Fire-Marshal Benner has been 
present at the sessions and cross-examined the 
witnesses. The additional evidence has brought 
out nothing to change the opinion that the fire 
was caused by spontaneous combustion, and 
that it started near that portion of the roof to 
which the wheels of the freight elevator were 
attached. An effort is being made by 
some parties to create the impression 
that the fire was 12 — b 
a rafter running into one of the flues, but the 

who have examined the ruins say that 
it could not have been caused that way. The 
oil with which the elevator-wheels were greased 
has been given to an expert chemist to analyze 
it and report whether spontaneous combustion 
could have been possible. 

The evidence is being taken down in short- 
hand, and will be published together with the 
Committee's report.

THE REOM CASE. 

It will be remembered that at the conclusion 
of the hearing in the Rehm case before Judges 
Drummond and Blodgett Tuesday noon, Judge 
Drummond stated to the attorneys in the case 
that he and Judge Blodgett would consider the 
evidence, and write to the Attorney-General 
their opinions on the question whether the 
agreement with Rehm contemplated entire civil 
and criminal immunity. The attornevs natu- 
rally presumed the matter wouid slumber 
until sometime when business was a 
little slack, and Judge Drummond 
could sift the papers in the case out of the 
mass of documents lying before him on his 
desk, ponder over the matter, and write a long 
aud learned letter to the Attorney-General. The 
Judge’s action iu the matter was quite the con- 
trary. About an hour after the hearing he sent 
down-stairs for Judge Bangs. ‘That gentleman 
presented himself before Judge Drummond, who 
proceeded to state that he and Judge Blodgett 
had been looking over the Attorney-Geuveral’s 
letter referring the case to them, and that they 
had become satisfied that a reply was not con- 
templated, but that it was intended, in case 
they thought the case should be dismissed, that 
they should so advisc Judge Bangs. Judge 
Drummond furthermore stated that he and 
Judge Blodgett, after due examination of the 
matter, had come to the unanimous conclusion 
that. under the state of the case and under 
the evidence, the suit shouid be dismissed. 
Judge Blodgett afterwards sent for Judge 
Bangs, and announced in open court that he and 
Judge Drammond had come to the conclusion 
that, under the Attorney-General’s letter And 
the evidence in the case, the suit should be dis- 
missed, and Judge Bangs was accordingly di- 
rected to dismiss the proceedings. 

THE OTHER CASES. 

A reporter for this paper called upon Judge 
Bangs last evening for the purpose of 
ascertaining the purport of the dispatch 
he was supposed to have received 
irom Washington in regard to 
disposing of the remaining whisky cases on the 
docket. The Judge stated that he had received 
a telegram frorn Washington, but that it related 
to an entirely different matter. Early in the 
year the Government secured a judgment 
against. the Chicagyro & Alton Railroad for taxes 
amounting to some $15,000. ‘The railroad’s at- 
tornevs came in aud made such a showing that 
the Court vacated the judgment, and gave 
thern a new trial. The telegram in ques- 
tion was in answer to an inquiry of 
his as to whether he could secure a 
certain witness when the case came up for a re- 
hearing, and contained the information that the 
witness’ presence could. be obtained on tele- 
graphic notice. Nothing had been received 
irom Washington in regard to the remaining 
whisky cases. As soon as he could reach the 
rest ol those cases, which would be in about a 
month, and, unless he was instructed in the 
meantime to the contrary, he proposed to try 
them all, and let the Court and jury 
say what the facts were. As for himsell. 
he had done with all negotiations, and all that 
sort of thing. If the Department intructed 
him regarding these cases, he should a.t on its 
instructions, and if it desired his official judg- 
ment upon any state of facts he should give it. 
But he would have nothing further to do with 
negotiations and propositions on the part of the 
whisky men. Iu his opinion, all the remaining 
cases Will be tried and the docket cleared up 
before the Ist of March.

The suoject of the sewerage of Chicago is now, 
as it has been for a long time, agitating the city, 
and we are becoming aware that its future great- 
ness and permanent prosperity depends, in a great 
measure, uvon ite sanitary condition, which ail 
are painfully aware is becoming worse every year. 
I think it isa duty for every one having the wel- 
fare of the city at heart to offer any suggestions 
which may ,ead to an investigation of causes and 
effects, and results from proposed remedies, and I 
deem it the duty of your Committee to investigate 
an proposed remedy carefully, and with a desire

and determination to urge upon the authorities 
any remedy they may decide upon recommending 
iteelf to taem as the one needed. 

I have given the subject matter under considera- 
tion much thought, and I believe the remedy I 
would propose is cntirely new and efficacious, and 
will result in giving us a stream of pure water 
through the entire length of the city, remove all 
Offensive smells, and furnish the city with the 
best, most endurable, and cheapest system of 
eewerage ever enjoyed by any city up to the pres- 
ent time. 

My plan la simple andendaring. It will take all 
sewage from the river, and enable us to utilize 
that part of the sewage “now causing the greatest 
offense. This plan is simpiy the cleaning of the 
sewers of the city with the river by the aid and 
adaptation of the principle of the syphon. 

It Iwere a draughtsman or a civil engineer, I 
would draft a plan for you, but I can only send 
you a rough sketch for investigation. and hold my- 
self inreadiness to meet your Committee at such 
time as they may set, and explain my pian to them. 
l trust they will appoint such committee soon. for 
their investigation may result in great good to onr 
city, and an immense saving in health and money.

The contractor could 
make his bid away down, and thus defy all com- 
petition, as Periolat has doue in the past, and 
what was lost in price could be made up by the 
Agent certifying falsely as to the receipt of 
goods. The office of County Agent is a very 
important one, and every Commissioner who 
means reform should think and inquire before 
voting.
